NGLTF in 
‘Transition,’ 
not ‘Chaos’

“We want you to understand that this orga¬ 
nization is not in chaos,” wrote co-chairs 
Chris Collins and Deborah Johnson-Rolon to 
their fellow board members of the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF), “but 
rather at the end of a carefully managed tran¬ 
sition that began more than three years ago.” 

The “carefully managed transition,” which 
seems to reach its peak spasms about this time 
each year, has included the abrupt resignation 
of executive director Torie Osborn (1993) 
after six months on the job, and the de facto 
firing of her successor Peri Jude Radecic 
(1994) after a year in the position. Board 
“leadership” may be taking the hit in 1995. 

The “transition” has also seen the annual 
budget shrink from the $4.3 million approved 
in September 1993 to what some board mem¬ 
bers believe will be real income of only $2.5 
million for the current year. The crisis calls to 
the board - we need to raise $100,000 this 
week to keep the doors open - have been 
received virtually monthly of late. 

Board members who ask for more detailed 
financial information are told vagaries such 
as, “The Provincetown fundraiser grossed 
$30,000.” 

“Well, what the hell does that mean?” one 
responded. “We were told the San Francisco 
fundraiser [earlier in the summer] grossed 
$40,000, and only later that the costs were 
$50,000. So it lost $10,000!” 

Welcome ... now go home 

Periodic vacancies and purges at the top of 
the very short fundraising chain of command 
have contributed to the grim income picture. 
The director of development slot lay vacant 
for months before Lane Brooks was hired in 
the summer of 1994. He didn’t last a year, 
being fired in February. 

Chuck Cole quickly flew in from San 
Francisco to interview for the unadvertised 
vacancy, was hired, and began work in early 
April. He earlier had applied for the job of 
executive director now filled by Melinda

Will the Castro Fair Get Fairer?

Castro neighborhood 
groups and merchants want 
more community representa¬ 
tion on the Castro Street Fair 
board of directors, and for the 
group’s board to open their 
financial books to the public, 
according to a spokesperson for 
the Merchants Of Upper 
Market. 

“We have asked to see the 
books,” Barry Hermanson of 


Hermanson Employment 
Services told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “They have asked us 
for a formal letter and it will be 
written. Next year we want to 
have open books and greater 
community participation in 
planning. 

“There are currently no les¬ 
bian or gay members on the 
board.” 

The annual street fair, which 
is scheduled for October 1 this 
year, draws tens of thousands 


to the Castro for a day-long 
craft shopping, entertainment, 
and food extravaganza. It was 
inaugurated 21 years ago by the 
late Harvey Milk. 

The last openly gay person 
on the CSF board was Milk’s 
onetime partner Scott Smith, 
who died last year of AIDS. 

Hermanson said he believed 
the CSF board would issue a 
public financial statement this 
year after the event - and seek 
community input about charita¬ 


ble contributions from profits. 

Hermanson told the Bay 
Area Reporter the most imme¬ 
diate issues of concern to the 
merchants’ group about the fair 
have been resolved, except /br 
parking passes for merchants 
and residents to pass through 
closed streets. 

But long-term issues abut 
community representation and 
financial disclosure are yet to 
be resolved, according to

Lesbian Removed from Chinese Women’s Forum

Security staff removed a Canadian 
national from the plenary session of the 
Fourth U.N. Conference on Women Friday, 
September 8 after she helped unfurl a les¬ 
bian-rights banner, witnesses and Canadian 
officials said. 


The Canadian woman was part of a 
group of 20 lesbians holding up a banner 
that read, “Lesbian Rights are Human 
Rights,” when she was removed. 

“Security police came in and ushered 
her away,” said one of the women, who 
asked not to be identified. 

The witness said the Canadian had been 


arrested, apparently because she tried to 
resist. 

But Jennifer Sloan, a spokeswoman for 
Canada’s Foreign Affairs Ministry in 
Ottawa, said the act of unfurling the banner 
was “in violation of conduct in the U.N. 
plenary sessions.”

Wilson Gets Bill To Toughen 
Hate Crime Statutes

Lesbian and gay anti-violence leaders expect 
Governor Pete Wilson to sign a measure introduced 
by State Senator Milton Marks last May, which will 
increase criminal penalties for hate crimes and allow 
the governor to issue rewards in unsolved hate crimes 
cases. 

The measure, SB 911, was drafted in response to 
the attempted murder of a San Francisco gay man last 
October and the vandalism of a Stanford gay libera¬ 
tion sculpture. It unanimously passed the state 
Assembly by a 57-0 vote on Wednesday, August 30 
and was sent to Wilson on Friday, September 8 after it 
passed the Senate by a 20-11 vote. 

“This legislation is really important, and was 
specifically drafted to try to close a loophole which 
prevented the Stanford incident from being charged 
and prosecuted as a hate crime,” said lesbian activist 
Jill Tregor, of Intergroup Clearinghouse, a communi¬ 
ty-based violence prevention and anti-violence educa¬ 
tion group. 

The measure was supported by a wide range of 
community groups including the Japanese American 
Citizen’s League, Community United Against 
Violence, and the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, Tregor said. 

Marks, chair of the Senate Committee on Criminal 
Procedure and the Subcommittee on Hate Crime, is an 
alumnus of Stanford. Other members of the subcom¬ 
mittee include Senator Tom Campbell of Stanford and 
Senator Diane Watson of Los Angeles. 

The measure will improve California’s response to 
hate violence, “whether it be an act of organized ter¬ 
ror or a spontaneous incident,” Marks said when he 
introduced the bill. 

Bigger rewards and penalties 

One of SB 911 ’s provisions would allow the gov¬ 


ernor to augment local cash rewards offered in con¬ 
nection with hate crimes, such as the shooting last 
October of San Francisco resident Victor Rohana, 
who nearly died from the anti-gay attack. 

In that incident, two men in a passing Suzuki 
Samurai spotted him holding hands with a male com¬ 
panion, pinned him to the wall with their car, and 
then shot him point 
blank. 

Rohana lost his 
spleen and part of a 
lung in the incident. 

Experts say that 
the $25,000 re¬ 
wards offered by 
Mayor Frank 
Jordan and District 
Attorney Arlo 
Smith may have 
been inadequate, 
and the measure 
will allow the gov¬ 
ernor to issue up to 
$50,000 for infor¬ 
mation leading to 
the arrest and con-

ternity and athletic team members caused more than

Although the crime was prosecuted as a felony, the 
Santa Clara County District Attorney’s Office was 
unable to add hate crime enhancements because of a 
loophole that exempted acts of hatred against public 
property. ▼ 



Compassionate Prison 
Release Bill Reaches Guv

California prisoners with late 
stage AIDS, or other terminal ill¬ 
nesses, could get a long-overdue 
break if Governor Pete Wilson 
signs a recently passed bill allow¬ 
ing the release of dying prisoners. 

A final version of a compas¬ 
sionate release bill for terminally 
ill prisoners was passed on 
September 5, according to Judy 
Greenspan of Catholic Charities 
HIV/AIDS in Prison Project in 
Oakland. She explained that the 
legislation merely amends the 
existing “recall of sentence” law, 
originally designed to reward 
informants, and to place compas¬ 
sionate release decisions in the 
hands of the sentencing judge and 
the Department of Corrections. 

While the measure enjoyed 
bipartisan support, a veto is still 
possible by the state’s AIDS-pho¬ 
bic governor whose “tough on 
crime” image has become vital to 
his presidential campaign. 
Greenspan added that the parole 
board, which currently controls all 
compassionate release decisions 
and for years has blocked a move 
to a different chain of command, 
is expected to ask Wilson to veto. 


Greenspan explained that legal 
wrangling has taken nearly ten 
years because of opposition by the 
state’s parole board, made up 
mostly of gubernatorial 
appointees. “To them the idea of 
compassionate release is a politi¬ 
cal question,” she said. The State 
Department of Corrections has 
been neutral on the topic, and the 
legislature has been supportive. 

‘A dumping ground” 

The idea for prison-based 
AIDS hospices, now gaining in 
popularity, is a bad one, 
Greenspan told the B.A.R., since 
their healthcare services are 
already so poor. ‘To set up a hos¬ 
pice when they have not even 
tackled basic medical care,” she 
warned, “is setting up a dumping 
ground for dying prisoners.” 

The number of affected prisoners 
is unclear at this point, but if statis¬ 
tics from the past four years are any 
indication, 95 percent of the appli¬ 
cants will be PWAs. Greenspan 
added that out of 300 applications, 
only 90 were granted release. 

Becca Gonzales, aide to the 
bill’s sponsoring legislator State 
Assemblyman Antonio 

Villaraigosa (D-45th), told the 


B.A.R. she could not predict if the 
governor would sign it. “We’re 
concerned, but this bill has signif¬ 
icant support on it. ... It’s certain¬ 
ly not a slam dunk,” she said. 

“The real issue with [the oppo¬ 
sition] is, unfortunately, whether 
prisoners who are sick should get 
out. I think it’s more of an anti¬ 
prisoner sentiment, but people 
have been educated that terminal¬ 
ly ill prisoners should be returned 
to the community to die with their 
families,” Gonzales said. 

Thirteen other states already 
have similar statutes, she said. 
Here in California, the original 
push for such a measure came dur¬ 
ing the 1980s from lawyers press¬ 
ing for release of seriously ill 
HIV-infected clients from jails 
and prisons. 

Although the compassionate 
release bill was passed in the 
Assembly and Senate by a two-to- 
one margin by late August, it got 
held up until an amendment could 
be added guarding against a 
release merely when someone 
became ill, according to Gonzales. 
She added that if someone com¬ 
mitted a crime while out on com¬ 
passionate release they would be 
resentenced. T 


Sanchez Hilltop public hearing delayed until today

The date for a public hearing 
before the Planning Commission 
calling for a “discretionary 
review” of a proposed Sanchez 
Hilltop real estate development 
was abruptly changed, according 
to gay and lesbian environmental¬ 
ists and neighborhood residents. 
The change will allow some peo¬ 
ple whose input would have been 
missed to set forth their opinions 
about the project. 


The date of the meeting, origi¬ 
nally set for September 7, was 
changed after the developer’s 
attorney asked the planning 
department for a delay. The meet¬ 
ing will convene today, Thursday, 
September 14 at 6 p.m. 

Community organizer 

Alexander Shapiro told the B.A.R. 
that 620 neighbors in the 21st and 
Sanchez area were calling for the 
development to be scaled down 
“in an appropriate manner.” The 
developer has applied for a permit 


to build four 6-bedroom houses, 
each with 5 1/2 baths. Opponents 
say most of the vegetation adorn¬ 
ing the hilltop and enhancing the 
neighborhood will be destroyed in 
the process. 

The meeting will begin tonight 
at 6 p.m. in room 428 of the War 
Memorial Building, located at 401 
Van Ness Avenue. ▼

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Gays Labor for Gay Labor’s Confab 

First planning meeting scheduled for next Saturday

The Lesbian and Gay Labor 
Alliance is seeking labor activists 
who are interested in establishing 
a host committee for next year’s 
national Pride At Work 
Conference. 

The conference is set for next 
year’s Gay Pride Week, according 
to organizer Howard Wallace, a 
field organizer for Service 
Employees International Union 
Local 790, a 34,000-member 
healthcare workers’ union headed 
by openly gay Sal Roselli. 

“We must identify a site in San 
Francisco or Oakland to hold a 
conference for up to 500 partici¬ 
pants. We must raise the necessary 
funds and plan housing and enter¬ 
tainment for the assemblage,” 
Wallace said. 


The group will hold a planning 
meeting on Saturday, September 
16 from 10 a.m.-2 p.m. The meet¬ 
ing will be held at the UNITE 
Auditorium at 660 Howard Street 
(formerly the International Ladies 
Garment Worker’s Union). 

Although Wallace and co-orga- 
nizer Nancy Wolforth agree that 
the project “is ambitious,” they 
also say it is critically important. 

“We believe that we can do it 
successfully, but there is an enor¬ 
mous amount of work to be done,” 
Wallace told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “We want to see lesbian 
and gay union members organiz¬ 
ing throughout California.”

Hillhaven Strike 
Starts Friday

Workers at 25 Hillhaven nurs¬ 
ing homes throughout the state 
have set a strike date of Friday, 
September 15 over issues of 
patient treatment by underskilled 
nursing staff. Health Care 
Workers (SEIU) Local 250 
President Sal Roselli charged that 
Hillhaven Health Care Centers is 
creating enormous profits for 
itself at the expense of patients 
who require, but are not getting, 
specialty care for AIDS and other 
acute medical conditions. 

“The problem is that 
[Hillhaven facilities] are not hir¬ 
ing extra workers” to treat the 
more complex needs of AIDS 
patients and recovering heart 
bypass surgery patients, for exam¬ 
ple, who are dumped there by 
insurance companies interested in 
lower daily costs, according to 
Roselli. Admission to one of the 
nursing home “sub-acute” units 
costs hundreds less per day com¬ 
pared to a hospital stay. 

“It’s a scam,” he said. 


ence agenda are passage of the 
federal Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act, and gaining 
domestic partners benefits in com¬ 
pany policies and union contracts. 

Wallace says that the group is 
also exploring the possibility of 
pushing for a “Work Place” theme 
for Pride Celebrations all over the 
country - with huge labor contin¬ 
gents. 

“During our first conference 
last year, we participated in the 
March on the UN during the 
Stonewall 25 Celebration,” 
Wallace said. “We have between 
10 and 12 chapters around the 
country and will have between 
200 and 500 people for the confer¬ 
ence.” 

According to Wallace, solidar¬ 
ity between lesbian and gay polit¬ 
ical groups and trade unions is a 
crucial and important link in fight¬ 
ing the right wing agenda, and he 
says there is great labor support 
for lesbian and gay civil rights. 

“Trade unions have a lot of 
resources that they are willing to 
devote, and the coalition between 
lesbian and gay people and the 
labor movement is important 
because both groups are under 
attack by right wing forces,” 
Wallace said. ▼

Part of the problem. Local 250 
spokesperson Lisa Hubbard told 
the B.A.R., is the State 
Department of Health Services’ 
insistence on announcing the 
arrival times of their inspectors. 

“Quite frankly, when the state 
schedules an inspection Hillhaven 
pulls out the good linen ... and 
even provides donuts for the 
staff,” she said. 

As for the inspections. State 
Health Department spokesman 
Scott Lewis commented, “We 
treat Hillhaven like any other 
nursing home in the state. 

Hillhaven spokesman Dennis 
Hunt called the strike “sheer 
ambition.” 

“Pure and simple,” he told the 
B.A.R., “this is an attempt by the 
SEIU to increase their numbers at 
a time when unions in California 
and nationally are finding it hard 
to recruit members and to stay in 
business. This is not a strike 
about wages, nor is it a strike 
about benefits or the quality of 
care of our patients, or working 
conditions.” V

Orchids To Bloom in Berkeley 

Mayor Dean Participates in 
Weekend AIDS Fundraiser

Orchids may have the reputa¬ 
tion of being a little difficult to 
grow, but you’d never guess it 
from the way they’re burgeoning 
all over the Bay Area: this week¬ 
end the six-year-old OrchidMania 
fundraiser will spread all the way 
from San Francisco to Berkeley. 

With the blessings and partici¬ 
pation of Berkeley Mayor Shirley 
Dean, as well as the cultivated 
hands at OrchidMania, the East 
Bay will have the first-ever “Fall 
Clearance Sale” of orchids in 
Berkeley this Saturday and 
Sunday, September 16 and 17. 

The big sale will be in the park 
behind Berkeley City Hall, one 
block from BART and downtown 
parking garages. The public event 
will run from 10 a.m. to 10 p.m. 
both days, and admission is free. 

About 5,000 plants will be on 


sale, ranging in price from $3 to 
$300, with proceeds to go for 
grassroots AIDS programs. Free 
orchid-growing lectures and 
demonstrations will also be avail¬ 
able throughout the weekend. 
Visitors to the event can learn 
about dividing, repotting, and 
feeding their orchids and get all 
kinds of expert advice about 
growing the plants. 

“The idea for the fall sale was 
inspired by Mayor Dean, who is 
herself an orchid enthusiast,” said 
Douglas Thompson, president of 
OrchidMania. 

OrchidMania is a group of 
amateur orchid growers who sup¬ 
port AIDS education and relief 
organizations in the U. S., Asia, 
and Latin America. 

Now in its sixth year, 
OrchidMania is best known for its 
annual “World’s Largest Orchid 
Garage Sale” held each Mother’s 


Day weekend in San Francisco. 

This year’s sale raised $36,000 
for seven AIDS programs in 
Northern California, Thailand, 
and El Salvador, Thompson told 
the B.A.R. Nearly 8,000 plants 
were donated for the sale by com¬ 
mercial orchid growers in ten 
states, Thailand, Taiwan, 
Singapore, Mexico, Costa Rica, 
France, Brazil, New Zealand, and 
Singapore, he said. This year the 
event moved to Japan Center’s 
Peace Plaza, due to its enormous 
popularity. 

If successful, the new fall sale 
in Berkeley will likely become an 
annual tradition. V

Help Combat Oppression 

Get free of 'phobias, isms' from inside out

Diversity trainer Virginia Harris wants to make the 
world bigger. It’s not enough to enjoy the bounty 
available to lesbians and gays in San Francisco, she 
told the B.A.R ., when being out in the South is still 
painful. Change must come everywhere, and that 
includes inside the minds of historically downtrodden 
minorities. 

Oppression is violence, she said, no matter what its 
source. And yet, many people can themselves be 
guilty of acting out the same stereotypes that led to 
their oppressed state in the first place. People must 
first “realize that they stereotype everyone,” she said. 
Overcoming that habit is far from easy. “It’s hard 
work,” she acknowledged, “and that is why people 
don’t do it. 

“It’s hard being awake all of the time catching 
yourself being racist, or sexist, or homophobic.” 

However, she said, the work is worth it, because 
becoming stronger in oneself and as a member of any 
organization shouldn’t mean taking on values tainted 
with sexism, racism, classism, or homophobia. 

Avoiding that trap in everyday communication will 
be the topic of a workshop conducted by Harris on 
Tuesday, September 19 and Thursday, September 21 
from 12:30 to 2 p.m., during a Women’s Studies class 
at City College of San Francisco. The school is locat¬ 
ed at 50 Phelan, Creative Arts Extension, (AX) 262. 
“The Combat of Oppression: Inside and Out” will 
focus on the damaging ways that internalized biases 
about women, men, class, ethnic and sexual minori¬ 
ties affect communication, and ultimately our entire 
lives. 

This workshop, she explained, is about “how we 
get in our way when we begin to act like the stereo¬ 


types that we dislike about ourselves, and about the 
so-called oppressor. You never look at the enemy 
within, and the enemy within is the internalized 
oppression. 

“We keep doing the same things, over and over and 
over again. We keep dealing with them in the same 
exact manner.” 

Of course, explained Harris, the value of a specif¬ 
ic group identity is impor¬ 
tant, but is just one part. “I’m 
a quilter, and sometimes it’s 
very necessary for me to be 
with other quilters.” But it’s 
important, she said, to real¬ 
ize her whole life is not 
about quilting. 

Harris, who has lived in 
the Bay Area for 20 years, 
works in organizational 
development or, as she calls 
it, “team building.” 
“[Organizational develop¬ 
ment] is just about getting an 
organization to run efficient¬ 
ly and effectively,” she said. 
Her clients have included La 
Casa de las Madres, 
Chinatown Community 
Children’s Center, the National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force, and the University of California’s Women’s 
Centers.

Lofton Ideals: Political Science 
Dissection at SFSU Friday

Writer and political science 
theorist Saab Lofton will appear at 
Cesar Chavez Student Union at 
San Francisco State University on 
Friday, September 15 from 1-4 
p.m. 

Lofton is the gay author of 
A.D., a novel praised by a diverse 
group of writers and social com¬ 
mentators including Howard Zinn, 
author of The People’s History of 
the United States, and Molly 
Rauch of the Nation magazine. 


An essential component of 
Lofton’s political thesis is a “com¬ 
pulsory curriculum,” which would 
have an emphasis on political sci¬ 
ence and history and include a 
comparative analysis of all reli¬ 
gious and philosophical points of 
view concerning social and moral 
issues. 

“An uneducated populace 
votes one way, an educated popu¬ 
lace another way,” he says. 

Lofton also says that there are 
profound social consequences of 
ignoring the role of U.S. business¬ 


es in funding Hitler’s rise, and of 
other unique - but often forgotten 
- historic facts such as the 1960s 
Nation of Islam invitations to Ku 
Klux Klan and American Nazi 
party leaders to speak to NOI 
annual conventions.

Lofton will also appear at Modern 
Times Bookstore, located at 20th 
and Valencia Streets in San 
Francisco, on Saturday, 
September 30 at 7 p.m.

Some new leaves 
in autumn 


E very once in a while some¬ 
thing happens to make us 
proud of the national gay 
organizations, and their lead¬ 
ers. One such instance was 
the speech given by Elizabeth Birch of 
the Human Rights Campaign Fund to 
some members of the Christian 
Coalition last weekend. 

Birch had asked Ralph Reed of the 
coalition if she could address his 
group’s conference, to perhaps reach a 
level of communication and turn 
down the volume of shouting between 
the two “sides.” Reed, who is fre¬ 
quently described by the press as 
“boyish,” when in fact he is better 
characterized as “childish,” immedi¬ 
ately rejected the request. For him to 
have done differently would have 
enraged his boss, Pat Robertson (for 
whom that “blessed is the peacemak¬ 
er” phrase is merely another meaning¬ 
less line of ink in the blunt force 
weapon he calls a Bible). 

The undaunted and resourceful 
Birch rented a ballroom in the hotel 
where the CC conference was being 
held, and made her own speech to 
anyone who would show up. 

And - to mince no words here - 
she was fabulous. 

Part of her speech is reprinted to 
the right; the entire text is available on 
America Online and through HRCF 
itself. We strongly advise everyone to 
read it: it managed to say virtually all 
those things that nearly every gay per¬ 
son has prayed at one time or another 
they would have a chance to say to 
religious fundamentalists - not the 
yelling and screaming version, the 
sensible and logical one. 

By being both reasonable and firm, 
Birch stood as an example of the best 
of our movement and our people. 
Consistent work of such a high caliber 
can only help improve the world - for 
everyone, not just gays and lesbians. 

She is our heroine of the week, and 
despite charges that we like to eat our 
leaders, the fact is we are delighted to 
be praising her. We may even develop 
a heroine habit. 

While we’re on a roll with positive 
signs, it bears mentioning that as the 
B.A.R. went to press we received word 


of the strong opposition shaping up to 
an Amendment Two-style ballot mea¬ 
sure in Maine. Virtually every elected 
official of both parties (and the gover¬ 
nor, who’s an Independent) have lined 
up to fight the attempt to bring intoler¬ 
ance to the state. 

Even the Maine Council of 
Churches, the Catholic Diocese of 
Maine, and the Maine Chamber of 
Commerce have announced their 
opposition to “Question One.” There 
is hope. 

(A telling note about that measure, 
by the way: it was written by a right 
wing lawyer from out of state - they 
usually are - named Bruce Fein. He is 
chiefly famous for having told the 
American Bar Association Journal 
that the Bill of Rights was “vastly 
overrated.” That was in 1991, but age 
has obviously not withered his infinite 
venality.) 

And finally, to return to the 
Christian Coalition, the American 
Jewish Congress has released its 
appraisal of the CC’s “Contract with 
the American Family.” 

Like Birch at the convention, the 
AJC took pains to make reasoned 
arguments at its September 1 press 
conference. Congress President David 
V. Kahn said at the time that his group, 
“like the Christian Coalition, is deeply 
troubled by problems like the epidem¬ 
ic of teenage pregnancies and violence 
in our nation. How to address those 
and other societal challenges are pro¬ 
found questions, and we agree with 
the Christian Coalition that they are 
questions with which all Americans 
must wrestle. We part ways, however, 
on the answers. And it is the answers 
which make all the difference. 

“We have not, therefore, rejected 
the Christian Coalition’s arguments 
out of hand, nor have we questioned 
their right to engage in the vital pub¬ 
lic debate over the future of our 
nation. We have, instead, carefully 
considered their arguments and, on 
issue after issue, found them wanting. 
The Christian Coalition’s proposals 
are well-intentioned. They are legiti¬ 
mate. And they are wrong. Dead 
wrong.” 

This may be a great autumn after 
all. T 


An Open Letter 
to the Christian 
Coalition 

Excerpted from a speech by Elizabeth 
Birch, Human Rights Campaign Fund 

lthough your podium was not available to 
me, I am grateful for those who have come 
today and will give me “the benefit of the 
doubt” and be willing to consider what I 
have to say. I will be pleased if you are able 
to hear me without prejudging either the message or the 
messenger. And I will be hopeful, most of all, if you 
respond by joining me in finding new ways to speak 
with honesty not only about one another, but also to 
one another. 

If I am confident in anything at all, it is this: our 
communities have more in common than we care to 
imagine. This is not to deny the many differences. But 
out of our sheer humanity comes some common 
ground. 

We are part of your family. And you are part of our 
community. We are neighbors and colleagues, business 
associates and friends. More intimately still, you are 
fathers of sons who are gay and mothers of daughters 
who are lesbians. I know many of your children very, 
very well. I work with them. I worry with them. And I 
rejoice that they are part of our community. 

Part of what I want you to know is that many of 
your children who are gay and lesbian are gifted and 
strong. Some are famous; most of them are not. But 
many are heroic in the way they have conquered barri¬ 
ers to their own self-respect and the courage with 
which they’ve set out to serve a higher good. All were 
created by God. And you have every right to be proud 
of each of them. 

This is such a basic appeal - to human communi¬ 
cation and common decency - that I do not even know 
how to distinguish between what is personal and what 
is professional. But my appeal is sincere. I am con¬ 
vinced that if we cannot find ways to respect one 
another as human beings, and therefore to respect one 
another’s rights, we will do great damage not only to 
each other, but also to those we say we represent. 

I would not ask that you, as members of a Christian 
group, or as supporters of a conservative political 
cause, set aside either your basic beliefs or your his¬ 
toric commitments. The churches which many of you 
represent - Baptist, for example, and Pentecostal - 
were also the churches I attended as a young woman. 
In those days, I heard sermons about justice and sang 
songs about forgiveness. My greatest hope is not that 
you will give up your faith, but that it will work among 
all of us. 

Neither of us should forsake our fundamental con¬ 
victions. But we could hold those convictions with a 
humility that allows room for the lives of others; nei¬ 
ther of us may be the sole possessors of truth on every 
given issue. And we could express our convictions in 
words that are, if not affectionate, and if not even kind, 
then at least decent, civil, humane. We need not demo¬ 
nize each other simply because we disagree. 

I came to my task in the campaign for human rights 
with this conviction: if we, in the name of civil rights, 
slander you, we have failed our own ideals, as surely as 
any Christian who slanders us in the name of God has 
failed the ideals of Scripture. 

And so, I have come today - in person, bearing this 
letter, and in writing to those who will only receive it - 
to make three simple, sincere appeals to those of you 
who are members of the Christian Coalition. 

The first appeal is this: please make integrity a 
watchword for the campaigns you launch. We all strug¬ 
gle to be people of integrity, especially when we cam¬ 
paign for funds. But the fact that we are tempted by 
money is no excuse. We need to commit ourselves to a 
higher moral ground. 

My second appeal: I ask that, as individuals, you 
talk to those of us who are gay or lesbian, rather than 
succumb to the temptation to either avoid us at all cost, 
as if we are not a part of your community, or to rant at 
us, as if we are not worthy of quiet conversation. 

We are, all of us and those we represent, human 
beings. As Americans, you will have your political can¬ 
didates; we will have ours. But we could, both of us, 
ask that our candidates speak the truth to establish their 
right to leadership, rather than abuse the truth in the 
interest of one evening’s headline. We may work for 
different outcomes in the elections, but we can engage 
in an ethic of basic respect and decency. 

Finally, I appeal to you as people who passionately 
uphold the value of the family. You have brothers and 
sons who have not heard a word of family affection 
since the day they summoned the courage to tell the 
simple truth. You have sisters and daughters who have 
given up believing that you mean it when you say, “The 
family is the basic unit of society,” or even, “God loves 
you, and so do I.” 

Above all the other hopes with which I’ve come to 
you hovers this one: that some member of the Christian 
Coalition will call some member of the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund and say, “It’s been a long time, son” - 
or, “I’m missing you, my daughter” - and before the 
conversation ends, someone will hear the heartfelt 
words, “Come home. Let’s talk to each other.” 

In that hope, I appeal to each of you. ▼

Spoiled 

A recent letter to the B.A.R. regarding problems of 
food quality at Project Open Hand, and a letter from 
Jerry Asciutto (Aug. 24) have also made me decide to 
add my concerns. 

I am a volunteer and a client at the POH Food 
Bank, and I know the continual problem with spoiled 
food that is given out since I, too, am a recipient of it. 
In fact, I will no longer work in the grocery division 
and will only work for Client Services in the office, 
because I do not agree with their policies of using old 
foods. 

I have received so many spoiled products that I 
now only take a few things each week, as it is tiring to 
lug it home only to be thrown in the garbage. I have 
been given Odwalla juice that was outdated only to 
find it “coagulated” and undrinkable. About Aug. 1st 
I had to return 6 bananas from 7 days previously 
because they would not ripen, were still green and 
hard as a rock. About 8/4 I received a large bag of 
frozen carrots and potatoes that I put in my freezer. A 
week later when I removed them I noticed they had 
numerous spots where they were spoiling. On 8/11 I 
received 4 sealed bags of ready-to-use salad mix (let¬ 
tuce, cabbage, etc.). They were all dated 8/6. When I 
opened them on 8/14, they were all rotting. I called 
the nutritionist at the Food Bank and she advised she 
“didn’t think they would last all week.” Why then did 
she still give them out? 

They are still giving out Ocean Spray concentrated 
grapefruit juice dated 5/22 and after complaining to 
the nutritionist I was told by her that they are perfect¬ 
ly OK to use and cannot form bad bacteria, and the 
dates on products are only so the stores will re-order 
more product (I find that ludicrous). I am now in the 
process of contacting numerous manufacturers for 
their comments and to see if they will back their guar¬ 
antees for outdated products. 

It is well known that people with HIV should stay 
away from sugars, yeasts, coffee and alcohol. And a 
large percentage have problems with Candida (thrush) 
that is affected by consuming those items. The only 
comment I got from the nutritionist was “there is no 
scientific evidence that they affect HIV.” Many 
months ago I raised the same question to the nutri¬ 
tionist only to be told they give out those items 
“because that’s what we do.” All of the breads are old 
and donated and many have mold (thrown out when 
visible). But much of the molds cannot be seen and 
should not be consumed by HIV clients. HIV people 
simply cannot fight off germs - that’s what its all 
about. So why isn’t the Food Bank interested in giv¬ 
ing out quality foods? 

I encourage all clients of the Food Bank who have 
complaints about the food quality to write me (1169 
Market St., #716) with as much information as they 
can. Hopefully enough of you will be interested in 
getting something done about this. It may require get¬ 
ting the Dept, of Public Health involved.

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Healing Alternatives 

I was dismayed to see Forest Baker’s letter to the 
B.A.R. (“ACT UP’s excellent ad venture,” 8/24); it 
was inaccurate and served only to attempt the charac¬ 
ter assassination of Matthew Sharp and Healing 
Alternatives Foundation, neither of which deserves 
such treatment. In short, his letter was just plain 
wrong. 

Before continuing, I mention for the record that I 
am a longtime volunteer and recent employee of 
Healing Alternatives Foundation. I am also a person 
with HIV and even a user of DNCB. 

Baker attacks Sharp for writing about treatments 
which are available at Healing Alternatives, yet the 
treatment he spends the most time griping about, 
growth hormone by Serono (not “Serrono”), is in no 
way available at or through Healing Alternatives. Of 
the over one hundred products available at Healing 
Alternatives, only five are pharmaceuticals. The rest 
are nutritional supplements, herbal preparations, and 
“underground” therapies such as DNCB, among oth¬ 
ers. This is hardly a “shopping spree through the drug 
industry’s warehouses,” as Baker suggests. 

Baker’s assertion that Healing Alternatives is the 
“mini-mall” of several local AIDS organizations is 
peculiar, in part because Healing Alternatives has no 
organizational ties to any of the cited groups, but par¬ 
ticularly because Baker himself is Healing 
Alternatives’ supplier of DNCB, something for which 
he receives money and something which he neglected 
to mention. 

The intimation that Sharp is some smarmy AIDS 
profiteer because some of the treatments he discusses 
in his column are also available at Healing 
Alternatives is particularly galling. Healing 
Alternatives is not a business; it is a 501(c)(3) non¬ 
profit AIDS service organization. Products are offered 
at the lowest possible prices so that as many people as 
possible can access them. Sales of products do not go 
into employees’ pockets; they are put back into the 
organization to supply more products, expand pro¬ 
grams such as the subsidy fund for low-income 
clients, and maintain overhead, which does include 
employee salaries. Employee salaries are fixed, how¬ 
ever, and do not increase if sales do. 

The salary of Matthew Sharp, as well as those of 
the rest of the small staff at Healing Alternatives, is 
low. Real low. I’m talking meager, folks, even for 
non-profit standards. While I’m sure all of us here 
could earn more waiting tables, we stay because we 
are committed to our work - for access and availabil¬ 
ity, yes - but also for safe and effective treatments. 
Sharp is an embodiment of this commitment. If it is 
Baker’s belief that DNCB is the only safe and effec¬ 
tive treatment, that is fine. He is entitled to his belief. 
Other people may think differently, however, and they 
are capable of and entitled to making up their own 
minds about their treatment decisions without being 
ridiculed or harassed. Please Mr. Baker, curb your 
dogma! 

While no individual or organization involved in 
AIDS is above scrutiny or criticism, I find it disheart¬ 
ening and unfortunate that instead of offering con¬ 
structive criticism. Baker has taken a mean-spirited 
and divisive approach. This sort of vitriolic name¬ 
calling only serves to further alienate people with 
HIV/AIDS from the dialogue about treatment options, 
as childish bickering and groundless accusations tend 
to stifle meaningful communication. 

If Baker feels there is a lack of reporting on what 
he considers “truly” alternative treatments, perhaps he 
should look into writing his own column instead of 
trashing the sincere and much-needed efforts of oth¬ 
ers.

Stanford’s standards 

Since becoming an outpatient of the Stanford 
Medical Clinic, I’ve suffered indignities, procrastina¬ 
tion, snobbery, and grave abuses of professional 
ethics. 

An example of such neglect was apparent as I vis¬ 
ited a friend at the Stanford AIDS Ward. During vis¬ 
its, it had come to my attention that my friend had not 
been given a “saline IV” to prevent dehydration in 
three days. His only means of hydration was drinking 
water out of a pitcher. When I asked to speak with his 
doctor, I was kept waiting for over an hour and was 
never given the opportunity to help. The following 
evening, my friend received a saline IV. I was horri¬ 
fied by such neglect. What is happening to humanity? 

Another example is one of my own: I was pre¬ 
scribed three different types of antibiotics for a period 
of three months for a sinus infection that caused 
extensive swelling on both sides of my face. My 
physician directed me to see an ear/eye/nose special¬ 
ist, Dr. Bradley Heinriche, for the problem. I asked 
him to clean out my sinuses by removing the fluid, but 
he insisted that proper procedures must be followed 
instead of granting my request: he prescribed yet 
another and also stronger antibiotic. After suffering so 
much pain and discomfort, I was forced to go to the 
Emergency Room at Stanford Hospital. I was shuffled 
around for five hours. Nothing was given to me to 
relieve my pain and suffering. Many tests were taken, 
and fluid was the only thing that they saw. 

As I left, I approached a man who advised me to 
see the Chief of Staff about my problem. I explained 
my problem to the Chief of Staff, who was very kind, 
and he promised that the situation would be looked 
into. On the following visit, Dr. Heinriche asked me 
what I wanted. I asked him to clean out my sinuses. 
That was done; unfortunately, a tumor was found. A 
total of three months had gone by with unsuccessful 
antibiotic treatment. As a result of carelessness I must 
now undergo chemotherapy. 

Three days before my scheduled biopsy, I asked 
my physician if he could make sure no pain was felt 
during the surgery. The procedure that we agreed on 
was technically more than a biopsy: my understand¬ 
ing was that an opening would be cut into my left nos¬ 
tril to enable me to breathe better. Dr. Heinriche told 
me he would administer “5 mg of Demorral in the arm 
and 5 mg of Novicane in the nostril” for pain during 
the biopsy. As far as I am concerned, I was adminis¬ 
tered no anti-pain medication; I know enough from 
the pain I felt during the cutting and the pulling that 
more anesthesia was definitely needed. I felt as if I 
were being tortured. If only my initial request was 
granted three months ago most of this could have been 
avoided. Lack of communication is the issue. We 
could have avoided pain, suffering, and chemotherapy 
and the tumor may have been found a lot sooner. 

I do not allude to the expertise in the medical 
administration. I can only speak for myself and my 
body’s feelings in this particular matter. I personally 
think it is highly unbecoming for a medical center 
such as the world-renowned Stanford Hospital to have 
a question mark hanging over the humane treatment 
of its patients in the 1990s.

Gay Congressman Criticizes Dole

Openly gay congressman Steve Gunderson 
has publicly criticized Senate Majority Leader 
Bob Dole for returning a $1,000 campaign 
donation from a homosexual Republican group. 

Gunderson, a Wisconsin Republican, said 
Wednesday, September 6 he was told by friends 
during his vacation that Dole returned a check 
from the Log Cabin Republicans, a 
Washington-based organization of gay 
Republicans. 

“I assumed my friends had mistaken yours 
for the campaigns of other decidedly bigoted 
candidates,” Gunderson wrote in a letter to 
Dole. “I was embarrassed to learn I was 
wrong.” 

Dole’s campaign returned the check last 
month, saying the GOP presidential front-run¬ 
ner was opposed to the group’s agenda. 

Gunderson, who has already endorsed Dole 
for the presidency, said the rejection of Log 
Cabin’s money raises “many obvious and dis¬ 
turbing questions.” 

“First, are you rejecting support of anyone 
who happens to be gay?” he wrote. “If this is 
so, do you intend to now reject my support and 
request those on your staff who happen to be 
gay to resign?” 


Gunderson also asked whether Dole would 
allow his campaign to “misrepresent” the leg¬ 
islative priorities of the Log Cabin 
Republicans, including reauthorization of the 
Ryan White Act for AIDS spending. 

“I know of no gay Republican ... who seek 
any special class or privileges,” he said. “All 
we seek is the end to blatant discrimination in 
America. 

“The Bob-Dole I know does not support dis¬ 
crimination against someone just because they 
are gay,” said Gunderson, who is not seeking 
reelection in 1996. 

The congressman said that gay-bashing at 
the 1992 Republican convention “represented 
the worst in our party. ... We lost the election!” 
He said Dole now has the opportunity to unite 
all factions within the Republican Party. 

“Please assure me that my support of your 
campaign has not been misplaced, and that the 
recent incident is not reflective of what a Dole 
presidency would look like,” he said in closing. 

The return of the contribution comes as Dole 
is attempting to establish stronger ties with the 
religious right-wing of the Republican Party. 
Dole, often perceived as a moderate in a party 
with a strong conservative base, has placed a 
new emphasis on “traditional family values” 
while on the campaign trail. ▼

Class clowning

ative underhanded sneakiness! 


n akland - ya gotta love 
this city! Where else 
could I celebrate Labor 
Day by joining a cozy 
co-sexual, ethnically diverse 
group of civic-minded neighbors 
(a large number of them wearing 
black) to celebrate the East Bay’s 
pride in its blue-collar spirit and 
get props for my own grass-roots 
community work in the process? 
And what function was this at 
which I schmoozed with elected 
city and county officials and their 
families as we toasted Oakland 
and Alameda County? Why, the 
Oakland Raiders’ (note the 
Oakland) home opener, which I 
enjoyed from the city’s box at the 
Coliseum, courtesy of my City 
Council Member John Russo and 
his ex-wife Stephanie Shakovsky. 

Yes, a football game - as vio¬ 
lent as women’s rugby and made 
possible by a deal designed to 
make the county money (hopeful¬ 
ly) and provide a bunch of local 
working people a few more pay¬ 
days. On the Labor Day weekend, 
I joined an ethnically and econom¬ 
ically diverse crowd of 50,000- 
plus, feeling camaraderie across 
all those lines. Who’d’a thought 
I’d see Mayor Harris and runner- 
up Ted Dang sitting next to each 
other and laughing together after 
last year’s nasty, nasty, nasty cam¬ 
paign? Or compliment Council 
Member Ignacio de la Fuente on 
his leather vest with the Harley 
patch on the back? That multicul¬ 
tural togetherness is an Oaktown 
thang, and I like it. 

I also took food for thought on 
class issues from another Labor 
Day weekend event in which I 
took part, a benefit for The 
Magazine Formerly Known As 
Dykespeak. Vulva puppets and Pat 
the Bunny and Bucktooth 
Varmints, oh my! Picking up the 
new issue at sound check, I found 
myself having to agree that Icon 
had no identifiable lesbian con¬ 
nection and sounded more like 
some pretentious coffee table 
magazine. Then I read they’d 
changed the name to get corre¬ 
spondent Terry Baum into the 
World Conference on Women in 
Beijing. OK, that works for me. 
So would changing it for the con¬ 
ference, then changing it back - 
that has a certain appeal of cre- 


Traumatic change 

Some women, however, found 
the name change traumatic, espe¬ 
cially as it coincided with a reader 
survey obviously designed to pro¬ 
vide demographics to potential 
advertisers. Myself, I think worry 
over Dykespeak going upscale is 
unwarranted, if for no other rea¬ 
sons than the way the niches are 
currently filled and the immense 
financial investment that would 
take. I’d like to see women realize 
that ad revenue is a happy thing, 
especially when your publication 
is too small to be on the receiving 
end of an ad budget large enough 
to make an advertiser worry about 
editorial spin. 

Two readers, though, expressed 
concern that poor and working- 
class women were going to be 
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excluded. Writer Carolyn Gage 
wondered whether removing 
“dyke” from the name reflected a 
move toward “middle-class liberal 
reformism” at the expense of “a 
grassroots culture reflecting a pro¬ 
found engagement with” various - 
isms (a laundry list was indeed 
provided). She suggested that such 
a transformation would allow 
Joanie-come-lately yuppies to 
build careers on the backs of a 
movement mostly pioneered by 
working class and poor women. 
She said the name change marked 
“the beginning of class stratifica¬ 
tion among ‘out’ lesbians, and this 
marks a critical point in the evolu¬ 
tion of our culture.” 

With all due respect to Carolyn 
Gage, the idea that the “culture” of 
lesbian feminism was a working 
class/poor invention is somewhat 
inaccurate. Whether or not we 
identify this with the “culture” of 
political correctness, we have to 
acknowledge that academic (i.e., 
“privileged”) women have been 
involved with the struggle for our 
rights (and defined PC) for as long 
as lesbians have taken action. My 
recollection of the early ’70s is of 
college-educated women doing 
organizing and grunt work, con¬ 
trasted with a working-class bar 
scene. I remember making the 
rounds of Oakland’s lesbian bars to 


solicit support for state sodomy law 
repeal and getting the kind of looks 
I got from my veteran dad when I 
said we didn’t belong in Vietnam. 

Poor but noble 

I’ve always thought real work¬ 
ing-class lesbian feminists had the 
same economic perspective as 
middle-class lesbian feminists: 
more opportunities, both in exist¬ 
ing jobs and the education to get 
better jobs. It’s seemed to me that 
there were a lot of affluent women 
involved in the push to enshrine 
downward mobility in lesbian 
feminist culture. Downward 
mobility is the lesbian version of 
the “noble savage” routine and is 
often combined with a kind of 
working-class chic: if you’re low 
income, you’re noble. 

There’s a mythology that says 
the working class is free, happy, 
generous, sexually liberated, and 
honorable, while the middle class 
is fearful, materialistic, and 
uptight. Recognize this as a plot 
device from Two Girls in Love ? 
This belies all those surveys show¬ 
ing sexual attitudes are more pro¬ 
gressive with higher education 
and income, eh? And I find very 
little noble in lesbians who treat 
middle-class women as cash cows 
instead of sisters. Like the lesbians 
who had a housemate convinced 
to pool her income with theirs 
until she realized she was the only 
one holding down a job or even 
looking for one. Or the woman 
who waits to visit a friend’s house 
to do her long-distance calling 
because “she can afford it.” 

My mother always told me you 
can’t judge people by their 
income, or ethnicity, or education; 
what counts is their character. I 
have sought - and found - les¬ 
bians I’m proud to know from any 
number of different backgrounds 
and income levels. There’s noth¬ 
ing revolutionary about a lesbian 
culture in which you have to latch 
on to some kind of victim status to 
feel righteous and worthwhile, or 
that would eliminate class stratifi¬ 
cation by bringing everyone down 
to the same level. You don’t have 
to be a downwardly mobile dyke 
to work for liberation or make the 
community better by your pres¬ 
ence. The only women middle- 
class lesbians will leave behind 
are those who nag them for not 
conforming. ▼

Verhoeven to 
gays: Fuck you

T he latest issue of The 
Advocate features an 
interview with Paul 
Verhoeven (“Cinema Fall 
Preview,” September 19), in 
which “the director of Basic 
Instinct and (the soon-to-be 
released) Showgirls talks to the 
gay press for the first time.” The 
doting interview by Peter Galvin 
reveals (perhaps unwittingly) 
Verhoeven’s complete disregard 
for heterosexism and homophobia 
... and his consequent disdain for 
homosexuals. 

Galvin begins his article with 
the observation: “Paul Verhoeven 
is laughing.” More to the point, 
Verhoeven is laughing at a 
December, 1994 statement issued 
by GLAAD that advised filmgo- 
ers to be on the alert about 
Showgirls. At the time, portions of 
the film’s script, as well as com¬ 
plaints from gay staffers working 
on the film’s set, prompted 
GLAAD’s warning. It appeared 
that the bisexual villain in Basic 
Instinct would be followed by a 
lesbian villain in Showgirls. 

Galvin reports that 
“Verhoeven, 57, thinks it’s amus¬ 
ing that gay activists are already 
gunning for his next movie long 
before the September 22 release 
date.” However, GLAAD’s early 
warning was not only warranted 
by the facts at hand, but fully jus¬ 
tified in light of Verhoeven’s dis¬ 
mal record. It seems that the 
“amused,” “laughing” director 
simply finds pleasure in our perse¬ 
cution. 

Galvin also reports: “When 
asked if he thinks Showgirls is 
homophobic, Verhoeven answers 
with an emphatic no.” Ask a stu¬ 
pid question... . 

Near the end of the interview, 
Verhoeven disparages the “gay 
groups” that had recommended 
script enhancements for Basic 
Instinct (and sought to educate 
him about Hollywood’s homo¬ 
phobia). Verhoeven excretes: “I 
thought. Fuck you all. Yeah, you 
might have your problems, but it’s 
my fucking movie. And I disagree 
with everything you want. 

“Besides,” the director adds, 
“the movie was not anti-gay, 
because I could never make that 
kind of movie anyway. In fact, it’s 
a pro-gay movie, because Sharon 
Stone’s character says, ‘I don’t 
give a shit if I fuck to the left or to 
the right, I’ll do whatever I fuck¬ 
ing want.’” Finally, Verhoeven 
boasts (and lies): “I’m one of the 
few directors in the world who 
have dealt with homosexual 
themes.” 

Unfortunately, The Advocate's 
Peter Galvin not only fails to chal¬ 
lenge Verhoeven, but seems to 
agree with “the handsome 
Amsterdam-born director.” 
Galvin writes: “It’s actually ironic 
that Verhoeven has been branded 
a homophobe by some gay 
activists in light of the homoerotic 
content of two of his earlier 
films,” Spetters (1980) and The 
Fourth Man (1979). 

According to Galvin, “One of 
the young men [in Spetters ] is a 
closet case who is sexually and 
spiritually liberated after being 
gang-raped.” He goes on to note: 
“Even gayer is The Fourth Man, a 
thriller about a bisexual novelist 
who gets involved in a sexual tri¬ 
angle with a murderous beautician 
and her hunky boyfriend.” 

In his classic book. The 
Celluloid Closet, film historian 
Vito Russo describes The Fourth 
Man somewhat differently. As 
Russo saw it, the movie was typi¬ 
cal of films in which “we are pre¬ 
sented with gay men who obses¬ 
sively try to seduce straight [real] 


men and come to grief over it. 

“It’s a film about the conse¬ 
quence of obsessive sexual 
desires,” Russo explains, “that 
paints women as predatory crea¬ 
tures and homosexual men as 
helpless victims of their own lust. 
Homosexuality itself, and not the 
individual homosexual character, 
is seen in these films as obsessive¬ 
ly sexual in nature.” 

At the end of the interview, 
Verhoeven declares that his films 
deal with sex as “a way to play.” 

“In sex you can express what 
you did when you were 4 or 5 
years old and you played with 
your friends on the street.” On this 
point, he may be right. Paul 
Verhoeven continues to embody 
the bullying ignorance of a 
schoolyard homophobe.

Journalists 
under attack 

The Committee to Protect 
Journalists (CPJ) is preparing to 
release a groundbreaking survey 
of attacks on lesbian/gay journal¬ 
ists and journalism. Summarizing 
a preliminary draft of the survey, 
Chronicle staff writer David 
Tuller reports that “gay and les¬ 
bian journalists are arrested, cen¬ 
sored, and persecuted ... by gov¬ 
ernments around the world.” 

According to Tuller, the survey 
documents more than two dozen 
cases of persecution, including 
police detention of magazine edi¬ 
tors in Hungary, threatened and 
actual imprisonment of journalists 
in Russia and Nicaragua, and gov¬ 
ernment seizure of lesbian and 
gay newsmagazines in Canada. In 
many of these cases, repressive 
pornography laws have been used 
to vanquish any coverage of les¬ 
bian or gay subjects. 

As Tuller explains, CPJ hopes 
this new survey will not only shed 
light on the documented cases of 
abuse, but also “encourage gay 
and lesbian journalists around the 
world to inform the group of other 
repressive government actions.” 
CPJ anticipates that the new 
report will serve as a catalyst for 
revealing many more attacks on 
the lesbian and gay press, attacks 
which might otherwise go unno¬ 
ticed and unchallenged. 

CPJ will formally issue its 
report, authored by journalist 
Masha Gessen, at the October 
convention of the National 
Lesbian and Gay Journalists 
Association (NLGJA). Founded 
in 1981, CPJ is a nonpartisan, 
nonprofit, membership-supported 
organization that “monitors abus¬ 
es against the press and promotes 
press freedom internationally.”

New free audiotape entertains as it educates 

Aural Sex, Santa Clara Style

Veering sharply away from the 
more standard tut-tut, preachy 
warnings against unsafe sex, 
Marty Grimes and Beej Martinez 
of ARIS (AIDS, Resources, 
Information and Services of Santa 
Clara County) have produced an 
audiotape to form a humorous new 
approach to the task of keeping 
safe sex in our lives. 

The tape combines winning 
entries in a creative writing con¬ 
test with real down-and-dirty 
responses elicited in interviews: 
for example, the winner for best 
fiction, “Sea, Sex, and Fun” by 
Fabrice Pinna, uses such safe - but 
hot - passages as ‘Then I lick its 
shaft, taking care not to have its 
head in my mouth.” The winner 
for best safe sex message is 
“Kangaroot,” an Aussie number in 
which “he had biceps the size of 
my waist and a dick the size to 
match. He handed me the con¬ 
dom.” You get the idea: hot but not 
threatening. 

The grand prize winner had 
plenty of alternatives. For 
instance, “When he finished with 


my last toe, he began to kiss my 
body with his warm, voluptuous 
lips.” 

The most humorous entry was 
by Richard Jay Bowles, who did a 
monologue in stand-up comic 
style, with zingers like this: 
“Whether group or solo, there can 
be no beating beating off.” 

The interviews were done in 
such strategic places as just out¬ 
side of some nightclubs. A typical 


query was “What’s the funniest 
thing that ever happened to you in 
bed?” 

Why this humorous, sexy 
approach? Producer Grimes’s 
reply to the B.A.R. was fast: “It’s a 
new and attention-grabbing way 
to get into the subject and hold the 
audience there.” 

But will the serious message 
still get through? “Absolutely!” 
said Grimes, who is the coordina¬ 
tor of the HIV Prevention and 
Education Programs for ARIS. 
“Avoiding unsafe sex and trying 
out new, safe stuff is repeated in 
lots of variations.” 

So how much will these tapes 
cost? “They’re free!” The produc¬ 
tion costs were covered by a state 
contract held by ARIS. 
Distribution? “They will be at key 
gay gathering points, such as the 
Billy de Frank Gay and Lesbian 
Community Center and Leather 
Masters.” 

How does Grimes visualize the 
audience? ‘This tape is designed 
for the younger gay and bisexual 
men, who are hip - but, according 
to recent reports, are the group 
most inclined to get involved in 
unsafe sex and get infected.” The 
producing staff visualizes the tape 
as an entertainment centerpiece at 
a party of such guys, where the 
reactions would also trigger ideas 
of how to have safe sex that is still 
hot. 

Because this tape is marked 
Volume I, Grimes was asked what 
the succeeding productions might 
be like. “We are going to do a fol¬ 
low-up survey that will tell us 
what was effective on this first 
tape and suggest what might be 
equally valuable - but different 
-for the next,” he promised. ▼

Horizon Helps AFP Hotline 
Help Alternative Families

The first contact a person has 
with the San Francisco-based 
Alternative Family Project - in 
nine out of ten cases - is through 
a call to the family hotline, says 
project coordinator Cheryl 
Deaner. 

AFP, a non-profit family ser¬ 
vice agency for lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgendered families in 
San Francisco, operates the hotline 
to provide support, referrals, and 
information on weekdays from 
9:30 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. Now, thanks 
to a new $2,000 grant from the 
Horizon Foundation, the hotline 
will be able to continue to provide 
help and information to people. 

Deaner, who personally staffs 
the hotline much of the time, told 
the B.A.R. calls cover a broad 
spectrum: she described most 
callers as sweet, but some can be 
more problematic. Probably the 
most “challenging” call she has 
fielded was from a man who was 
initially “arrogant and ugly,” and 
wanted to know “What is it you 
are selling?” Deaner patiently lis¬ 
tened until the caller, who turned 
out to be a middle-aged gay man, 
finally got to the point: his heart 
was breaking because he wanted 
to adopt a child. Deaner told him 


that was quite feasible, and the 
project could help show him how. 

Deaner said most callers are 
members of lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgendered families in the 
Bay Area, but other calls also 
come in from foreign and domes¬ 
tic media looking for statistics and 
information, and from community 
agencies looking to lend support. 

AFP also presents free family 
forums on Friday afternoons from 
2 to 3:30 p.m. Forthcoming 
forums will address Adoption in 
the Public Sector; Choosing 
Children Through Donor 
Insemination, presented by 
Pacific Reproductive Services; 
and Domestic Violence, presented 
by Community United Against 
Violence. Another forum will 
screen the Lesbian and Gay 
Parents Association’s new video 
Both My Moms' Names Are Judy , 
followed by another Friday forum 
on Family Resources. Call for 
correct dates and locations. T

Support Group Scheduled 

A Parents Place Is the 
Right Place for Lesbian Moms

Although honesty is a virtue all 
loving parents try to instill in their 
children, society has historically 
made it difficult for lesbian moth¬ 
ers to teach it by example: until 
recently - and in several places, 
still - only those lesbians willing 
to practice deception on a massive 
scale have been allowed to hold on 
to their kids. 

Lesbian mothers still perform 
double duty in the stress depart¬ 
ment, but they at least have a num¬ 
ber of support groups available 
with them in mind, according to 
San Francisco lesbian mom Pnina 
Tobin. She said that raising two 
children in the “dark ages” of 
early 1970s Southern California 
meant hiding her relationship, 
even from her own kids. “They 
were young, and I didn’t go into a 
lot of detail with them.” 

And while she also tried to 
keep her relationship with another 
woman from her ex-husband and 
her school - where they both 
worked - Tobin and her lover 
were eventually found out; she 
was fired. 

Even as a facilitator for a single 
parent support group in 1973, she 
had no one to talk to, she told the 
B.A.R. “When I was raising [my 
children],” she said, “the climate 
was not conducive to becoming a 
lesbian mother. I was very con¬ 
cerned about losing custody of my 
children, so I did not come out for 
a long time.” Many lesbians were 


come together and talk with other 
lesbian mothers. If there are hard 
situations, we can role play.” 

Tobin stressed that although 
Parents Place is a program of 
Jewish Family & Children’s 
Service, people don’t have to be 
Jewish to participate - and its 
mainstream credentials should not 
scare off anyone, either. She 
acknowledged that while Parents 
Place usually offers support ser¬ 
vices to a younger, straight crowd, 
administrators are just as commit¬ 
ted to this new offering. She 
added, “This is a very exciting 
innovation.” 

‘All moms are tired’ 

Ann Weinstein, director of 
Parents Place, explained that it got 
started like other groups, from 
clients who express a need for a 
certain type of group. “All parents 
face the same issues - all moms 
are tired because you don’t get 
enough sleep - and then all par¬ 
ents have individual situations that 
they may or may not want support 
with. 

“This is a place where they can 
come and discuss these issues 
comfortably.” 

The real joy in doing this kind 
of work, she said, is that support 
groups help people to form com¬ 
munities. After people with simi¬ 
lar backgrounds meet to form 
some common ground, “You then 
take these connections out into the 
community.” 

The gatherings will be kept to a 
maximum of eight people, accord¬ 
ing to Weinstein. “This is not a 
class that teaches something,” she 
told the B.A.R., so the intent is to 
“keep them small so everyone can 
participate and share informa¬ 
tion.” T

facing the nightmare of being 
declared unfit by a patriarchal and 
lesbophobic court system and los¬ 
ing custody, permanently. 

Today, Tobin is starting up a 
Thursday night group for lesbian 
moms to cover familiar territory 
for any parent, as well as provide a 
safe place to discuss the differ¬ 
ences between gay and straight 
parenting. 

The four-week group is sched¬ 
uled to run from September 21 to 
October 12, from 7 to 8:30 p.m. at 
Parents Place, located at 3272 
California Street (between Walnut 
and Presidio). 

Scheduled discussion topics 
include roles within a family; 
whether to have a relationship 
with the father; relating to a 
child’s day care, school, doctor, 
other parents, etc.; different types 
of parenting styles; and what to 
tell a child about same-sex fami¬ 
lies. 

But mostly, Tobin said, “It’s 
really good for lesbian mothers to

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SF American Legion Backs

The pro-gay civil rights Alexander Hamilton Post 
of the American Legion, based in San Francisco, is 
one of several community military rights groups that 
joined to file an amicus curae brief in support of gay 
servicemembers on August 17. 

According to AH Post leader Paul Hardman, the 
so-called “friend of the court” brief urged the 9th 
District U.S. Court of Appeals to overturn a lower rul¬ 
ing and order the reinstatement of lesbian Margarethe 
Cammermeyer as the head nurse of the Washington 
National Guard. 


Cammermeyer was ordered dismissed in 1993 
because of her sexual orientation, after the U.S. 
Department of Defense implemented President 
Clinton’s compromise gays-in-the-military policy that 
barred open homosexuals from military service. 

Cammermeyer, who has a Ph.D. in Nursing 
Science, is considered a hero in many lesbian and gay 
circles and among military civil rights proponents. 

Hardman told the Bay Area Reporter that the post’s 
involvement with Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education’s Fund’s brief was newsworthy because it 
increased the group’s name recognition and national 
visibility. ▼

After winning five awards 
for her televised concert at the 
47th annual Nighttime Emmy 
Awards on Monday, September 
11, Barbra Streisand told 
reporters backstage she was 
equally proud of the success of 
NBC’s Serving in Silence: The 
Margerethe Cammermeyer 
Story, which she co-produced 
with Glenn Close, and Craig 
Zadan and Neil Merron’s 
Storyline Productions. 

“It’s wonderful to have a pas¬ 
sionate feel about a subject, which 
I did about Margarethe 
Cammermeyer,” Streisand said, 
referring to the highly publicized 
discharge of the lesbian officer, 
which she called “a case of blatant 
discrimination.” 

“I feel gays and lesbians ... 
who want to serve in the military 
are really fighting for the right to 
die for their country,” Streisand 
said. “It’s one of the most impor¬ 
tant and controversial issues of 
our time. I was very pleased that 
television would tackle a story 
like this, with issues like this, in 
prime time. It’s a medium that can 
reach into the hearts and minds of 
millions of people in one night.” 

The made-for-television movie 
caused some controversy because 
of a brief, somewhat obscured kiss 
between its stars - Close, who 
played the discharged, much-dec- 
orated colonel, and Judy Davis, 
who portrayed her lover. 

Emmy Awards were presented 
to Close as best actress in a mini¬ 
series or special, to Davis as best 
supporting actress, and to screen¬ 
writer Alison Cross. (The other 
big gay winner at the annual event 
was openly gay producer David 
Lee, whose Frasier won as “Best 
Comedy.”) 

Emmy viewers around the 
world - including in war-torn 
Croatia - watched film clips from 
the story that featured Close in 
army fatigues telling her four sons 
she was suing the army for dis¬ 
charging her because she was a 
lesbian, and of her making that 
admission during a standard inter¬ 
view for a promotion. 

The Emmy was a first for 
Close, who has won three 
Broadway Tonys (she just com¬ 
pleted Sunset Boulevard) but 
despite several nominations, had 
never won for her film or televi¬ 
sion work. When she accepted the 
award, the camera cut away to 
Cammermeyer in the audience in 
full dress uniform. In her accep¬ 
tance speech. Close thanked the . 
colonel for “the privilege of trying 
to fill your shoes, which are - lit¬ 
erally and figuratively - so much 
bigger than mine.” 

When Americans embrace the 
“God-given” strengths of differ¬ 
ences, Close said, America “will 
truly be the land of the free and 
the home of the brave.” 

Cross also thanked

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Government Blocks 
UCSF Marijuana Study 

Then says, 'We're concerned about AIDS patients'

Researchers in San Francisco 
said Wednesday, September 6 the 
government is frustrating their 
attempts to test whether smoke- 
able marijuana can be an effective 
treatment for weight loss among 
AIDS patients. 

Dr. Donald Abrams and col¬ 
leagues at the University of 
California at San Francisco called 
“offensive” the decisions by the 
National Institute on Drug Abuse, 
or NIDA, and the Drug 
Enforcement Administration to 
reject a proposed trial. 

In a letter to The New England 
Journal of Medicine, the investi¬ 
gators said the agencies opposed 
the plan even though it had the 
support of the Food and Drug 
Administration and a university 
review board. 

‘This is a case of science being 
held hostage to politics,” Abrams 
said in an interview. 

But NIDA director Dr. Alan 
Leshner said the proposal was 
turned down because the agency’s 
experts felt the study would have 
included too few patients and too 
little scientific oversight. 

“We’re saying, ‘You come up 
with a good study, and we’ll pro¬

vide the resources,”’ he said. “We 
haven’t dosed the door on this. 
We’re concerned about AIDS 
patients.” 

Abrams said the San Francisco 
Community Consortium, a group 
of health providers for people with 
AIDS, wants to conduct a private¬ 
ly-financed study of marijuana as 
an appetite stimulant involving 
about 40 people with severe 
weight loss. 


He said that while oral marijua¬ 
na capsules are available by pre¬ 
scription, many patients say they 
can control the dosage better, and 
feel better, with the smokeable 
form of the drug. 

NIDA controls the domestic 
supply of marijuana for use in 
clinical research. Abrams said the 
agency turned down his request to 
obtain a smokeable form of the 
drug from a firm in the 
Netherlands that cultivates it for 
research purposes. 

Acknowledging that Abrams 
had written him a “very angry 
letter,” Leshner said, “We sup¬ 
ply smokeable marijuana all the 
time for research on subjects 
such as its effect on the brain. So 
we would accept a proposal we 
felt was scientifically justifi¬ 
able.” 

Abrams said he may submit 
another study plan to NIDA. He 
said he also has asked the 
California attorney general’s 
office for permission to use mari¬ 
juana seized by the state in drug 
raids. 

He said up to 2,000 people 
infected with the AIDS virus in the 
San Francisco Bay Area currently 
are thought to be buying smoke¬ 
able marijuana illegally through a 
buyer’s club. ▼ 


Cal Senate Backs 


Medical Marijuana

Terminally ill patients would be allowed to use 
marijuana to relieve their pain and treatment side 
effects under a proposal approved Thursday, 
September 7 by the California Senate. 

The bill by Democratic Assemblyman John 
Vasconcellos of Santa Clara would give patients with 
AIDS, glaucoma, cancer, and multiple sclerosis per¬ 
mission to use the illegal drug to combat the ill-effects 
of their medical treatments. 

A similar bill was vetoed last year by Governor 
Pete Wilson, who is now seeking the Republican pres¬ 
idential nomination. 

Marijuana contains a chemical known as THC that 
can combat nausea caused by AIDS and cancer treat¬ 
ments, alleviate eye pressure in glaucoma patients, 
and reduce chronic pain among MS sufferers. 

While synthetic THC can be prescribed by a doc¬ 
tor, supporters of the bill said many physicians find 
the pill form either too strong or ineffective and prefer 
to have their patients smoke marijuana. 

Support for the measure came from a broad list of 
groups, including the Gray Panthers of San 
Francisco, American Civil Liberties Union, LIFE 
AIDS Lobby, California Nurses Association, and 
National Organization for the Reform of Marijuana 
Laws. 

During the debate. Democratic Senator Mike 
Thompson of St. Helena said support for the bill was 



a way for the state to help terminally ill patients 
relieve their suffering. 

“A [yes] vote on this bill is a vote of compassion,” 
Thompson said. 

Critics questioned the medical basis for the mea¬ 
sure and characterized the provisions as a de facto 
drug legalization bill that would send the wrong mes¬ 
sage to children. 

Republican Senator Ray 
Haynes of Temecula said 
marijuana could damage the 
immune system of AIDS and 
cancer patients and cause 
more harm than good. 

“I believe that this sets 
very, very bad policy,” said 
Haynes. “Its use medically is 
highly, highly questionable, 
and the damage that it causes 
is really significant.” 

The measure was approved 
on a vote of 22-14 with sev¬ 
eral Republicans - including 
former Senate minority 
leader Ken Maddy of Fresno 
and Senator Tom Campbell of Palo Alto - joining 
most Democrats in support. 

It now heads back to the Assembly for final 
approval of Senate amendments before going to the 
governor. ▼

Korea, U.S. agree to study natural AIDS drugs

As part of worldwide efforts to 
screen traditional medicines for 
anti-cancer and anti-AIDS effects, 
the Korea Research Institute of 
Chemical Technology has agreed 
to send natural medical products 
to the U.S. National Cancer 
Institute, the NCI announced 
Tuesday, September 5. 

A number of compounds look 
promising enough against AIDS 
for NCI to do more testing: 
calanolides from plants in 
Malaysia, prosratin found in 
Samoa, and conocurvone isolated 
from the smokeweed bush in 


Australia. 

“The farthest along is michel- 
lamine,” according to Kate 
Mazan from NCI’s Office of 
Technology Development. That 
substance is from a plant in 
Cameroon. 

One of 19 NCI partnerships for 
studying natural products around 
the globe, the agreement provides 
the Korean center with help in 
boosting its own screening pro¬ 
gram, as well as compensation if a 
compound from Korean material 
is licensed to a pharmaceutical 
company. 

The new issue of the Journal of 
the National Cancer Institute 
announced the agreement, which 


was signed earlier this summer by 
Bak Kwang Kang, president of 
KRICT, and Edward Sondik, act¬ 
ing director of the U.S. National 
Cancer Institute. 

In announcing the partnership, 
Sondik paid tribute to Korea’s 
7,000-year-old medical traditions. 

“With such a long history of 
natural healing in Korea, there are 
many clues we can use to direct 
us toward good products,” he 
said. 

KRICT, a toxicology center 
supported by the Korean govern¬ 
ment, receives about 4,000 com¬ 
pounds a year to analyze, and will 
pass along any of those that seem 
interesting.▼

Koons Tells

Former Los Angeles police 
sergeant (and convicted felon) 
Stacey Koons has begun begging 
supporters from his federal prison 
cell at the Dublin, California 
Federal Correctional Institute to 
send his family cash - and is using 
a story about once giving mouth- 
to-mouth resuscitation to a person 
with AIDS to convince potential 
contributors that he’s not a brutal, 
violent racist. 

Koons is one of two former 
LAPD officers serving time fol¬ 
lowing their convictions on feder¬ 
al civil rights violations in connec¬ 
tion with the infamous beating of 
Rodney King in Los Angeles. 

“Officer Laurence Powell and I 
are the political scapegoats of 
black radicals and self-serving lib¬ 
eral politicians who know that we 
are innocent,” Koons says in his 
fundraising letter, sent to names 
apparently compiled from lists 
obtained through far right groups 
like the Christian Coalition and 
Concerned Women for America. 

Koons denounces Rodney 
King in the letter as “a tough ex- 
con” and suspected PCP user with 
a prior prison record for armed 


Gay DAs, 
AGs, Etc. 
To Form 
Group

Lesbian and gays who work as 
prosecutors within the criminal 
justice system for county district 
attorneys, state attorney generals, 
and other agencies are forming 
their own professional group, 
according to San Francisco 
Assistant District Attorney 
Chuck Haines. 

Haines, a 14-year veteran of 
the D.A.’s office, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that the group will 
provide support for the needs of 
lesbians and gays in the field. 

“There’s not a lot of support, 
so we are forming a group to look 
at what the needs and issues are,” 
he told the B.A.R. 

Head of the Hate Crimes 
Prosecution Unit, Haines was 
recently appointed to the State 
Bar of California’s continuing 
education committee, which is 
responsible for mandatory con¬ 
tinuing education requirements 
for California lawyers. 

Periodic advanced training in 
ethics and other issues is required 
for lawyers to continue to prac¬ 
tice in California, and Haines 
said that among the advanced 
training is recently-added curric¬ 
ula on eliminating bias - includ¬ 
ing sexual orientation - in the 
profession and legal workplace. 

Haines was a featured speaker 
at a prosecutor’s roundtable at the 
September 5-9 Second 
International Conference of Gay 
and Lesbian Criminal Justice 
Professionals held in Los Angeles 
and Palm Springs. V

robbery, insists the motorist was 
not targeted because of his race, 
and complains that King was 
never charged with violating his 
parole or traffic violations stem¬ 
ming from the infamous incident, 
when he led police on an eight- 
mile chase at speeds of up to 115 
miles per hour. The former officer 
also maintains his own innocence. 

“Yes, as unbelievable as it 
sounds, I and my fellow officers 
did everything strictly according 
to Los Angeles Police Department 
policy when we arrested Rodney 
King. Everything,” Koons writes. 

The Los Angeles Police 
Department begs to differ, accord¬ 
ing to spokesman Lieutenant John 
Duncan. 

“That was the defense posture 
during the entire trial,” Duncan 
told the Bay Area Reporter, but 
“during the trial, department 
experts testified on the use of 
force policy.” Those experts 
believed Koons and other offices 
violated that policy, he said. 

Black male prostitute 
bogeyman 

To bolster claims that he’s not 
a racist, Koons wrote of a tragic 
incident in his fundraising letter. 


“Several years ago, our 
precinct had a black male prosti¬ 
tute in custody. He went into car¬ 
diac arrest, but no one would help 
him because they feared he had 
AIDS,” Koons writes. “I gave him 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation in 
an effort to save his life because I 
felt that was my duty. 
Unfortunately, the man died, and 
yes, it turned out that he did have 
AIDS. 

“Does this sound like the 
action of a bigot?” 

However heroic Koons may 
feel himself and his action, med¬ 
ical experts say that the risk of 
contracting HIV from mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation is negligible. 

“The risk is very, very, very 
minor,” according to San 
Francisco Health Department 
AIDS Office expert Susan 
Buchbinder, MD. “I’m not aware 
of any reports of transmission 
from this route. There are lots of 
reasons why it would be a difficult 
route of transmission. Unless the 
mouth was bloody.” 

Bleeding from the mouth is not 
an issue in cardiac arrest, 
Buchbinder said - and emergency 
medical personnel responding to 
such an incident would be 


equipped with devices to aid 
breathing or establish an airway, 
she said. 

Koons’s use of the incident 
drew a swift response from gay 
African-American leader and 
AIDS public policy expert 
Kerrington Osborne, of the 
National Task Force on AIDS 
Prevention. 

“The things folks will do for 
money,” Osborne said. “One inci¬ 


dent where he was doing his law¬ 
ful duty does not invalidate his 
being captured on video and being 
seen on national television pum- 
meling someone within an inch of 
his life. 

“His risk was negligible and it 
really does sound like the equiva¬ 
lent of ‘Some of my best friends 
are...’”

David Clayton Dies at 63

David Clayton, a lawyer and 
co-owner of Berkeley’s popular 
Steamworks Baths, died 
Thursday, September 7 of AIDS- 
related complications. Clayton, 
63, was the partner of attorney 
Rick Stokes, with whom he 
owned the former Ritch Street 
Baths, a popular gay bathhouse 
in San Francisco during the 
1970s. 

A Sacramento native, Clayton 
received his law degree from 
Boalt Hall School of Law at the 
University of California, 
Berkeley. He moved to San 
Francisco in the late 1960s and 
briefly practiced with 
Neighborhood Legal Assistance 
before entering private practice in 


1972. 

Active in a number of gay 
groups and causes, Clayton was a 
major supporter of the San 
Francisco International Lesbian 
and Gay Film Festival and 
Theatre Rhinoceros. 

Clayton resided with Stokes 
and another longtime companion, 
Ross Moore. He is survived by 
several brothers and sisters and 
their children. 

The funeral will be held at 1 
p.m. on Saturday, September 16 at 
Bethany Methodist Church, locat¬ 
ed at 1268 Sanchez Street in the 
Castro.

Against AIDS was equally 
dismissive of the ex-cop’s 
claims. “I should hope that 
anyone trained [in medical 
procedures], as all cops are, 
would have done the same 
thing,” he told the B.A.R. “It 
doesn’t prove anything about 
what he thinks of African- 
Americans or PWAs. 

“I should hope he doesn’t 
expect a pat on the back for 
not simply watching the man 
die.” 

Koons’s letter concludes 
with a pitch for contributions 


to a special fund for his fam¬ 
ily and children, and says 
that he will appeal the con¬ 
viction all the way to the 
United States Supreme 
Court. 

Koons was fired and is no 
longer associated with the 
LAPD, and the use of his 
rank and the insignia of the 
police force in his fundrais¬ 
ing letter was unauthorized, 
according to Duncan. 

In the letter, Koons 
speaks of the burden of his 
life-situation on his wife 
Mary, whom he calls “a fine 
Christian lady,” and his five 
children, who range from 16 
to five years of age. ▼

David Irl Clayton 

May 27, 1932 - September 7, 1995 


B eloved of Rick and Ross, David died of AIDS related ill¬ 
ness. Extraordinarily intelligent, witty and caring he 
will be sorely missed. Bom in Sacramento, the youngest 
child of Herbert and Ella Clayton, David was valedictorian 
of his High School class. He majored in History and Russian 
at UCLA, then graduated from Boalt Hall at U.C. Berkeley. 
He then entered the U.S. Army and served as coun¬ 
selor to terminally ill soldiers at Walter Reed 
Army Hospital in Washington, D.C. 

David practiced law in Sacramento 
until 1967 when he became Associate 
Counsel with the San Francisco 
Neighborhood Legal Assistance. At 
that time he and Rick moved their 
home to San Francisco. His posi¬ 
tion permitted him to represent 
the poof and underprivileged. 

In 1969 he became Chief 
Counsel for the Natoma Street 
Office. In 1972 he entered pri¬ 
vate practice, by forming with 
Rick and Dak, the law partner¬ 
ship of Stokes, Clayton, and 
McKenzie. 

In his youth, David was very 
active in Oak Park Methodist 
Church, and while at UCLA, the 
Wesley Methodist Student Fellowship. 

He spent two summers working at a 
Methodist Church in Kauai. After return¬ 
ing from the Army he was Lay Leader and 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees at Oak Park 
Methodist. In San Francisco, Bethany Methodist 
Church was his spiritual home and he served that church in 
many positions. 

Rooted in his religious heritage was a deep commitment 
to stewardship and to tithing; both expressing his belief that 
people to whom life has been more than generous have an 
obligation to share. 

David dedicated a great deal of his personal time and 
resources to others. He was a very active member in a num¬ 
ber of gay organizations-among which he was a founding 
member of the first gay organization in Sacramento, 


Association for Responsible Citizenship, a member of the 
Council of Religion and the Homosexual, as well as being a 
founding member of the Golden Gate Business Association. 

In 1982 he met Ross who became part of his core fami¬ 
ly, to whom he provided guidance and opportunity-sharing 
his ideals of education, service, stability, and achievement- 
and sharing his passions for classical music, liter¬ 
ary fiction, travel, theater, and London. 

In 1984 David left the practice of law 
to manage the family businesses. In this 
capacity he oversaw the formation of 
the Steamworks Health Education 
Office, the first privately funded 
safer-sex education, outreach and 
support effort of its kind, becom¬ 
ing a national model of business- 
community partnership in the 
battle against AIDS. 

David served on the board 
and as president of the board of 
Theater Rhinoceros. He was a 
major supporter of the Lesbian 
and Gay Film Festival. He was a 
patron of the Museum Society, 
and supported the California 
Academy of Sciences, the Museum 
of Modern Arts, the Symphony, 
and the Zoological Society. 

He gave the money to build the 
kitchen for The Center (for PWA’s) in 
Oakland. He was a substantial contributor 
to the gay unit of the new main library. 
Throughout his life David was loved, by his broth¬ 
ers and sisters, nieces and nephews, his extended family 
of friends, his longtime employees and business partners, his 
caregiver Brian, and Ross and Rick. From this secure posi¬ 
tion, grounded in true family values, he was able to give gen¬ 
erously of himself and his resources. He will be greatly 
missed.

Tell me

his is the column that 
Lit gives you answers to 

m obscure questions, 

Hi answers you can’t find 
anywhere else. Some of these 
questions are indeed perplexing. 
Why, for example, do so many 
gay and lesbian voters in San 
Francisco support Willie Brown, 
even when there’s a highly quali¬ 
fied open lesbian in the race? Why 
would a pharmaceutical corpora¬ 
tion build a factory to produce a 
drug that hasn’t even completed 
trials yet - and hasn’t performed 
that well in the trials it’s started? 
And why would an AIDS activist 
group agitate for a drug approval 
system of “large simple trials” 
when this system guarantees that 
HIVers couldn’t get the promising 
treatment for a full two years after 
the drug first demonstrates clinical 
effectiveness? 

An answer to the first question 
was suggested to me by the results 
of an informal poll I took of the 
largely gay attendants at a fabu¬ 
lous Labor Day barbecue. I was 
inspired by overhearing a heated 
debate on the coming mayoral

race, and set off pencil and pad in 
hand to objectively tabulate the 
opinions of my peers - not every¬ 
body’s idea of fun perhaps, but a 
cheap thrill for me. 

I did not record the votes of 
those from outside San Francisco 
(a surprisingly large percentage), 
those who were so uninformed 
about the race that they didn’t 
know what I was talking about, 
and those too inebriated and/or 
having too much fun to be both¬ 
ered with such questions. This left 
46 respondents, of whom two 
were black and five were women. 
Not a random sample. I’ll grant 
you, but I maintain no less “repre¬ 
sentative” than those gathered by 
heavily funded marketers. 

Of those 46, 22 definitely sup¬ 
ported openiy lesbian Achtenberg, 
seven supported black liberal leg¬ 
islator Willie Brown and seven 
more were “on the fence” between 
the two. One supported Mayor 
Frank Jordan, forcing me to create 
a new category on my polling 
sheet, and I was later informed 
he’s a City Hall employee. Nine 
were undecided, didn’t know, or 
had only begun the evaluation 
process and didn’t feel ready to 


commit to any candidate. All the 
women were for Achtenberg; both 
the blacks were for Brown. 

What was interesting was the 
reason given to me by about half 
of the Brown supporters and all of 
the fence-sitters. “Sure, Roberta’s

nice,” they’d say. “Maybe too 
nice. Politics is a dirty game, and 
say what you like, Willie is a mas¬ 
ter player of it.” This was the 
major issue for all of the fence-sit¬ 
ters: was Roberta “too idealistic” 
to make a good big city mayor? 
Isn’t Willie Brown’s notorious 
reputation as a fixer as strong an 
argument for him as against him? 

Overall, I’d sa) Roberta has an 
image problem of not appearing 
“tough” enough. Brown’s recent 
victories over Achtenberg in seek¬ 
ing endorsements from the gay 
and lesbian Democratic clubs 
have been denounced as being as 
unrepresentative as the 
Republican Iowa straw polls, and 
presented as evidence that the 
clubs are alienated from the true 
mainstream of gay opinion. But it 
is possible that the club member¬ 
ships were, by their very nature, 
particularly susceptible to the 
appeal of “Slick Willie.” 

According to my poll, Roberta 
currently has the support of about 
three-fifths of the committed vot¬ 
ers in the community, Willie of 
one-fifth, with another fifth on the 
fence. If Achtenberg can win back 
that fence-sitting fifth in the 
course of the campaign, she has a 
shot at getting into the runoff. On 
the other hand, if Brown sways 


them and picks up two-fifths, or 
almost half of the gay vote, I don’t 
see how Achtenberg can win. The 
pundits have underestimated the 
willingness of the gay and lesbian 
community to vote for Willie 
Brown, perhaps erroneously 
assuming that the gay community 
is as racist as our mainstream 
counterparts (which we aren’t, 
quite). 

Virtually everybody I ques¬ 
tioned assumed that Jordan would 
make it into the runoff but then 
lose to his liberal opponent, either 
Brown or Achtenberg. I wish I 
shared their confidence. For all of 
Frank’s lack of support in the 
queer community, I still see him as 
the odds-on favorite in the coming 
race. 

Living on hope 

Another tough question was 
posed by a presenter to the last 
meeting of the “Saturday 
Breakfast Club,” a bi-weekly 
immunology study group. Why 
would Viagen, who’s developing a 
form of gene therapy - recombi¬ 
nant retroviral vectors - start 
building a factory to produce the 
stuff when its early trial results are 
so mediocre? After all, every time 
some new treatment comes out, 
there are inevitable bottlenecks 
while production is cranked up. 
Why do these genuinely promis¬ 
ing treatments have to await the 
development of a market before 
they get dedicated manufacturing 
sites, while this vague will-o’-the- 
wisp has one ready and waiting 
for the day it shows it is worth 
something? 

The answer probably has 
something to do with the stock 
market. The woods are full of 
small start-up bio-medical 
research firms, though less full 
than they were a couple of years 
ago. Like many PWAs, they live 
on hope. They sell shares based on 
a promising treatment and try to 
use the money thus raised to bring 
it to market. If they flunk a crucial 
clinical trial on their one star drug, 
the stock goes bust overnight and 
the company folds. On the other 
hand, if they can stall the bad 
news for just a few months, per¬ 
haps they can get another potential 
“star performer” on line and use it 
to prop up the stock when their 
current candidate stumbles. 

This leads to some absurd situ¬ 
ations, like clinical trials where 
the experimenters and the patients 
all know that the treatment doesn’t 
work but are ordered to go 
through the motions anyway, to 
avoid the stock collapse that 
would inevitable follow the 
announcement of a failed trial. 

Viagen’s product is a genetical¬ 
ly engineered mouse virus that’s 
injected into humans to boost the 
production of CD-8 cells, which 
presumably will sweep through 
the bloodstream devouring HIV- 
infected cells. Their trials show 
that the transfer “takes” and actu¬ 
ally has the desired impact on the 
human immune system, boosting 
CD-8 activity. However, there was 
no corresponding drop in viral 


load, which means that it’s unlike¬ 
ly to have any beneficial clinical 
effect. 

Still, this is one of the first 
times in history that any gene 
transfer manipulation of the 
immune system has worked, even 
a little. Building a factory sug¬ 
gests that this new technique is not 
only possible but profitable. 
“Tomorrow’s technology 
today!” their flaks trumpet. 
Contrariwise, for them to 
announce the delaying of building 
a factory as a result of early trials 
would certainly cause their stock 
to crash. 

So PWAs die for lack of the 
production of key drugs, while 
other factories sit idle awaiting the 
development of drugs that are 
probably less effective but still 
profitable. It makes one wonder 
about the claims that capitalism 
promotes the best health care. 

Article of faith 

The Treatment Action Group in 
New York City is a split-off of 
ACT UP. A self-appointed group 
of “star” activists, they are respon¬ 
sible to no constituency and have 
no mass base. Yet they do appear 
to wield great influence with the 
movers and shakers in the FDA. 

To the great distress of just 
about every other AIDS activist 
and treatment organization in the 
country, they have been pushing 
for a “large, simple clinical trials” 
procedure for approving drugs. 
Activists hate this notion because 
it is slow and these “large, simple” 
trials would take a minimum of 
two years to complete. Right now, 
under current accelerated approval 
rule, some provision for drug dis¬ 
tribution during testing is made. 
The “large, simple” rule would 
eliminate this, and PWAs not eli¬ 
gible for the trials would have to 
wait at least two years to get 
access to a new treatment. 

The drug companies hate it 
because it promises to cost them a 
fortune. The FDA likes it because 
it takes the heavy responsibility 
for making tough decisions that 
could save lives out of their hands. 
But why, I asked, does TAG so 
passionately support what is so 
obviously such a bad idea? 

The story currently making the 
rounds of the activist community 
is that a few years ago the Taggers 
heard a lecture by a scientist they 
respected (a rare occurrence) laud¬ 
ing the “large, simple” trials. They 
were apparently in an impression¬ 
able state at the time - since then 
there’s not much evidence that 
they’ve listened to anyone - and 
latched onto it as an article of 
faith. 

Come now, I said. They’re not 
going to risk lives and aggravate 
AIDS activists nationwide just for 
some vague and ill-founded theo¬ 
retical proposition, are they? Alas, 
no one familiar with the Taggers 
doubts this. 

The bigger question is why the 
FDA pays so much attention to 
these divas, but there are some 
mysteries too dark and deep even 
for this column to plumb. ▼

Paras, and expressed outrage to the board leadership 
that he was not even interviewed for the position. It 
appears Cole was mollified by this hire. 

But others were not, specifically the senior staff: 
Cole’s days were numbered from the start. One small 
sign was the lack of a public announcement of the hire 
from the Task Force, whose news releases routinely 
tout even the pettiest of activities. 

Cole’s lover had just quite his job and moved to 
Washington when the development director was 
called in on his- 90th day and told things were not 
working out - but was asked to stay for another four 
weeks to wrap things up. Cole pondered the request 


but then declined the exercise in masochism and 
departed at the end of the week, in mid-July. The posi¬ 
tion appears not to have been advertised and remains 
vacant. 

Former Executive Director Radecic faulted the 
board for financial naivet6. “They really don’t like 
to be told the truth sometimes,” she said in an 
extended interview last January. She believes her 
departure was precipitated by her financial realism. 
“I was going to bring them a no-growth budget. 
And in fact I was going to have to lay off addition¬ 
al staff people to be able to produce more and bet¬ 
ter programs,” she said. “I don’t think they liked 
that.” 

The Task Force board meeting, beginning this 
Friday, September 15, may offer further clues to the 
“transition” of the organization. ▼

es upon a star instead of 
praying. 

“There is an anathema 
against the New Testament in 
the Disney films,” according 
to Sheldon. “They’re not fair 
to what the Christian mes¬ 
sage is of life, death, and 
eternal life.” 

A Reverend Clark 
Whitten of Calvary 
Assembly in Winter Park, 
Florida agrees. “It is obvious 
that they sidestep and avoid 
what I would consider Judeo- 
Christian figures - literally 
anything that has to do with 
Christianity,” he said. “They 
have a gospel - it’s to make 
money.” 


Even Sheldon sees some 
value in the early animated 
features, saying, ‘They have 
a lot of good points, but they 
do not go far enough to truly 
reflect the deeply-held 
Christian faith of tens of mil¬ 
lions of Americans.” 

Fundamentalists across 
the country are also taking on 
more contemporary Disney 
animated films. A Burbank 
group claims The Lion King 
shows the word “sex” written 
in a dust whorl, Aladdin con¬ 
tains an audible message stat¬ 
ing, “Good teenagers, take 
off your clothes,” and a wed¬ 
ding official in The Little 
Mermaid allegedly gets visi¬ 
bly sexually aroused. 

Current controversies 
recall earlier dust-ups when 
Disney animators, in the 


laser version of Who Framed 
Roger Rabbit?, allowed a 
glimpse of cartoon character 
Jessica Rabbit in nothing but 
her bunny suit. There were 
also reports that animators 
included Disney CEO 
Michael Eisner’s home tele¬ 
phone number in graffiti that 
indicated it was the number 
of a brothel run by “Allyson 
Wonderland.” 

The American Life 
League in Stafford, Virginia 
wants Disney to recall The 
Lion King from video stores, 
saying they were alerted to 
the appearance of the word 
“sex” in the video by a 
woman who claimed her 
four-year-old child noticed it. 
A Disney spokesperson said 
the company is not recalling 
the video. T

Gerald Abbott of Earthtones. 

“My own impression is that they were a [non-prof¬ 
it group] and were required to provide the informa¬ 
tion, but they have declined to do so up to now. I’d 
like to see some of the money coming back to the 
neighborhood in a concrete way,” Abbott told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Milk is immortalized with a bronze historical 
marker at the plaza bearing his name, above the Muni 
Railway station at Castro and Market; Abbott says the 
poorly maintained plaque is the only visible sign of 
the fair’s contribution to the neighborhood. 

Police and potties 

The annual event has been the source of friction 
with neighborhood groups as well as merchants, 
according to Sandra Richter of the Eureka Valley 
Promotional Association. 

A Castro area homeowner, Richter told the Bay 
Area Reporter that residents are also concerned that 


there will be adequate police at the all-day event, as 
well as adequate portable toilets to prevent public uri¬ 
nation on private property. 

Other problems at last year’s fair, according to 
merchants and residents, including overzealous tow¬ 
ing of residents’ cars; the use of oil-based paint to 
mark booth boundaries; and an incident in which a 
fair organizer sold the sidewalk drive-in entrances in 
front of the Sahagun Chevron filling station on Castro 
and Market as booth locations, despite a contract that 
legally obligates the station to remain open 365 days 
a year. 

Richter expressed concern that the neighborhood 
is being overrun with street closures - including pre- 
Freedom Day “Pink Saturday,” Halloween, and other 
events - and worried that no one was benefiting from 
the fair except its producers. 

“We’d also like to see the books. They say they 
don’t make that much money, but if they don’t, why 
do they bother?” she asked. Y

AIDS Workers Leave 
Forum with Inspiration

Despite heavy rain dampen¬ 
ing the end of the Non- 
Governmental Organizations 
Forum, enthusiastic AIDS 
workers say new inspiration 
from the meeting in China will 
boost their work back home to 
prevent the disease. 

“I felt I was an isolated cam¬ 
paigner before I met women 
from all over the world and real¬ 
ized I was part of this great 
number,” Zimbabwean AIDS 
worker Elizabeth Maturure said 
Friday, September 8. 

“People back home are wait¬ 
ing for me. We will gather 
together and start to form strate¬ 
gies and plans for action,” she 
said. 

Workers said HIV infection 
among young women in 
Zimbabwe is growing fast 
because many older, infected 
men mistakenly believe they will 
be cured of HIV infection if they 
have sex with young virgins. 

Maturure praised forum 
workshops on women and AIDS 
and on new methods of 
fundraising as especially help¬ 
ful. 

Successful networking with 
worldwide AIDS groups was 
also high on the list of positive 
outcomes from the ten-day 
forum, which was plagued with 
gripes over strict Chinese sur¬ 
veillance, bad organization, and 
terrible weather. 

“I came here to build up a 


world network of grass-roots 
women’s groups dealing with 
AIDS and other sexual dis¬ 
eases,” said Cynthia Davis, a 
healthcare worker from 
California. 

“And I’ve got an over¬ 
whelming response,” she said, 
pulling reams of name cards and 
addresses out of her pockets. 
“Women coming from all over 
the world who know nothing 
about prevention have been des¬ 
perate for information.” 

More than 19,000 delegates 
attended the NGO forum, the 
largest ever held, which ran in 
tandem with the U.N. Fourth 
World Conference on Women. 

“When I get back, I can send 
them information about new 
treatments and breakthroughs 
and they can tell me about their 
programs in Sierra Leone, in 
Fiji, and in Vietnam. We will 
encourage each other,” Davis 
said. 

D.E. Dale, another American 
worker, was equally enthusias¬ 
tic about responses from dele¬ 
gates - African, Asian, and 
European - to her display on the 
female condom and its use. 

“All my materials and all my 
2,000 samples are gone. Women 
are tremendously interested and 
concerned about sexual diseases 
and they are looking for access 
to any device that can help pro¬ 
tect them,” she said. 

More than 7 million women 
worldwide are infected with 
HIV, and their numbers are 


increasing faster than men. An 
estimated 14 million women 
will be infected by the turn of 
the century. 

“There are women here who 
are desperate for information on 
AIDS, but these women are 
wise women, aware women, 
who have been working with 
problems in their countries for 
years,” Dale said. 

“The Chinese government 
may not think it, but these 
women are very together. It 
takes a tremendous effort to get 
yourself organized to get to a 
meeting like this, and these 
women will take action,” she 
added. 

The female condom can be 
inserted up to eight hours before 
sexual intercourse and is the 
only contraceptive available to 
women that prevents the spread 
of sexually transmitted diseases 
such as AIDS, Dale said. 

Women are up to two times 
more likely than men to contract 
HIV when having unprotected 
sex with an infected partner, and 
according to the World Health 
Organization, more than 70 per¬ 
cent of new HIV infections 
worldwide are contracted 
through heterosexual inter¬ 
course. 

“The female condom is 
expensive, at $3 a time,” Dale 
said. “But I hope women can 
lobby their governments to buy 
in bulk, so that women in poor, 
AIDS-hit areas can get access to 
it.” T

The woman was escorted out 
of the room by U.N. security staff, 
but not arrested, Sloan said. She 
was then taken to another room, 
where she and other protesters 
were briefed on U.N. protocol on 
plenary sessions and allowed to 
leave, Sloan said. 

The Canadian government 
asked that its embassy in Beijing 
be informed of any future inci¬ 
dents involving Canadians, and 
also requested that an embassy 
representative be allowed to 
attend the conference sessions, 
Sloan added. 

Meanwhile, a member of the 
Norway National Organization for 
Lesbians said the protesters had 
selected the day for the demon¬ 
stration because it had been pro¬ 
claimed “Human Rights Day” at 
the conference, where 5,000 dele¬ 
gates from 181 countries are 
working on an action platform 
boosting sexual equality. 

Bella Abzug, a former U.S. 
congresswoman and founder of 
the Women’s Economic 
Development Organization, said 
she was acting as the “legal repre¬ 
sentative” for the lesbians. 

During the ten days spent in 
suburban Huairou at the Non- 
Governmental Organizations 
Forum, which overlaps with the 
women’s conference, lesbian 
activists complained Chinese-lan- 
guage pamphlets were seized 
from their tent, and that security 



personnel kept taking photos of 
those inside the tent. 

They said members of the 
Chinese media crowded around 
the entrance to their workshops, 
discouraging anyone else from 
attending. 

It was, however, the first time 
an officially sponsored “Lesbian 
Tent” was erected at an NGO 
forum. 

More than 200 NGOs signed a 
petition calling on the conference 
to “recognize the right to deter¬ 
mine one’s sexual identity, the 
right to control one’s body, partic¬ 
ularly in establishing intimate 
relationships, and the right to 
choose if, when, and with whom 
to bear or raise children.” ▼

The Night of the Hunter 


T his is going to be a tricky movie to review. I can’t do my usual 
“what does this movie tell us about our society” shtick, since this 
film was released in 1955 and therefore doesn’t say much of any¬ 
thing about our society. (I suppose I could alter my shtick some¬ 
what and talk about what this film said about our society in 1955, but since 
I don’t really know jack-shit about 1955, I’d just as soon give that a miss.) 

That The Night of the Hunter is an Old Movie Classic makes reviewing 
it that much more difficult. So much has been written and said about this 
film over the years, most of it laudatory in the extreme, that it makes my 
two cents worth seem pitifully small and irrelevant, just another flattering 
voice in the chorus. 

Okay. I’ll shut up already. Directed by Charles Laughton, The Night of 
the Hunter stars Robert Mitchum as Harry Powell, an itinerant preacher 
and woman-hating, murdering nutcase. He tracks, courts and marries the 
widow Willa Harper (Shelley Winters) after discovering that her dead hus¬ 
band left behind $10,000 in stolen moolah. As it happens, Willa doesn’t 
know where the money is - her hubby Ben (Peter Graves) stashed it with 
his young son John (Billy Chapin) just before the police got to him. In a 
long, slow, creepy mind-fuck, Harry attempts to beguile, threaten, sweet- 
talk, intimidate and bludgeon the stash’s hiding place out of Billy and his 
sister Pearl (Sally Jane Bruce). 

I’ll stop there, on the off-chance that you don’t already know the rest of 
the plot. Although it was released 40 years ago, the story is surprisingly 
contemporary and creepily relevant. The Night of the Hunter could easily 
be interpreted as a cautionary tale, warning against false prophets, misogy¬ 
ny, the fear of sex, Christians who commit atrocities in God’s name, wolves 
in sheep’s clothing, the sheep who swallow the disguise, unyielding author¬ 
ity figures, and the psychosis of believing that the voices in your head come

W hen my editor asked me to review Boy Geofge’s new album, I must admit to 
feeling less than thrilled. After all, I write about rock music, not the sort of 
generic pap the Boy has been peddling unsuccessfully to the public since the 
mid-’80s demise of Culture Club. Despite the modest 1993 success of “The 
Crying Game,” and considering that his previous three solo outings were mediocre at best, 
there was little hope that this latest splash meant a stellar comeback. Besides, did the world 
really need another assembly-line, paint-by-numbers dance-pop record? 

Apparently not. Cheapness & Beauty strays as far away from the dance floor as possi¬ 
ble, opting instead for the rough-and-tumble sound of raw electric guitars and real drums. 
Strange as it may sound. Boy George has fashioned himself a rock album, one that actual¬ 
ly works! 

Immediately after popping this into my stereo, I was on the phone calling everyone I 
know. Holding the receiver up to the blaring speaker, I shouted, “You’ll never guess who 
this is!” I was right. No one expected the Boy to be capable of this. 

“It doesn’t feel unnatural to me,” says George in the album’s press release. “It feels very 
comfortable. I grew up listening to Bowie and T. Rex, and I was a punk, so I’ve always 
loved guitar music. The whole thing is like going backwards in terms of sound to the stuff 
I grew up with.”

The gist of it is: a bunch of 
freaks and curiosity seekers go 
out to the Nevada desert every 
year to revel around a four-story, 
40-foot-tall figure made of wood 
and neon. As the weekend winds 
down, the assembled masses then 
torch it to the ground while peo¬ 
ple dance, sing and defecate 
around the smoldering debris. 

Nobody knows why Burning 
Man is significant, nor why the 
event is now so well-attended. We 
do know, however, that this desert 
ritual is a great way to attract 
queers - and not just Radical 
Faeries, either. Megaqueen Ggreg 
Taylor was there, along with 
glamorous photographer Marc 
Geller and an enormous coterie 
of scenesters. Videographer Scott 
Saraceno was there, too. He 
brought “Flaming Man” with 
him, a smaller wooden knock-off 
billed as “Burning Man’s younger 
queer brother.” 

Despite some rain and a red¬ 
neck asshole element that seemed 
larger than in years past, a good 
time was had by all, with the 
exception of a somber vegan who 
moaned interminably that “We 
haven’t even talked about what it’s 
like to be queer in the desert yet!” 
It’s called a life, Mary. Get one.

Guitar magazine 
cover (October ’95) featuring 
Red Hot Chili Peppers’ Flea and 
Dave Navarro kissing has cer¬ 
tainly created quite a stir. Seems 
the rock ’n’ roll crowd, which 
pretends to be so liberal and for¬ 
ward-thinking, isn’t quite as 
accepting as we’d thought. 
According to an LA Times article 
about the cover, one guitar shop 
owner in pathetic suburban New 
York said, “When I saw [the 
photo] it turned my stomach. I’m 
offended by two men kissing 
each other. Call it old-fashioned, 
but I’m offended.” Suburban 
Stupefaction then called the edi¬ 
tor of Guitar, H.P. Newquist, and 
told him he would no longer 
carry copies of the magazine in 
his store. 

Newquist says he was non¬ 
plussed by Stupefaction’s pitiful 
response to the cover, which 
shows Flea and Navarro, both 
shirtless and tattooed, enjoying a 
nice big smooch. Newquist wrote 
off Stupefaction’s response as “an 
isolated case” of homophobia. 
But, sadly, we’ve discovered that 
stupefaction is contagious, for the 
magazine has been rejected by 
numerous other outlets for the 
same reason. “We thought this 
would be neat to do and raise 
some eyebrows,” Newquist told 
the LA. Times. Indeed, it has. 

Flea, in a statement released 
by Warner Bros. Records, says 
the Guitar cover is simply “a 
couple of good heterosexual 
friends joking around with their 
affection for one another.” 
Navarro added: “I don’t have a 
problem with playful affection 
between friends. I only have a 
problem with those who do.” In 
addition to the cover, gay boys 
will want to look at the photos 
inside, which show Flea and 
Navarro horsing around, holding 
hands and being quite sweet to 
each other. We can only hope 
their next collaboration with 
Guitar is a nude photo spread.

As for the impact coming 
out has had on Barker’s career: “I 
don’t think it mattered to any¬ 
body, truly.” 


The EW issue did sound some 
cautionary notes. A piece by 
Gregg Kilday reminded, “The 
conventional wisdom, despite evi¬ 
dence to the contrary, is that gay 
topics are a tough sell on TV. Says 
Rick Leed, president of Wind 
Dancer Production Group, which 
turns out Home Improvement, ‘I 
certainly do my best to work With 
gay-oriented material, but honest¬ 
ly, our company is a business, and 
one of our problems is that main¬ 
stream America is not really gay 
friendly when it comes to main¬ 
stream TV shows.’” 

Which probably explains why 
The Crew’s gay character Paul, 
played by David Burke, will 
probably be the comedic answer 
to Melrose Place’s Matt. One 
reviewer found it refreshing that 
Paul’s homosexuality isn’t cause 
for comment - which could be a 
double-edged sword (pardon that 
pun) if it’s an excuse to ignore 
him, as has been the case most of 
the time with poor Matty.

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Jane Olivor, New and Improved 

The Lady Vanishes-and Returns 


by Chad Jones 

I n the pantheon of gay pop 
culture, Jane Olivor rests 
comfortably amidst the 
chanteuses she is so often 
compared to: Judy Garland, 
Barbra Streisand and Edith Piaf. 
The route she has traversed to 
reach this lofty sphere has had its 
stellar highs and its long-lasting 
lows, but the comeback (a word 
Olivor says she hates) that began 
tentatively four years ago is blos¬ 
soming into an out-and-out resur¬ 
gence. Olivor will make her third 
San Francisco appearance in as 
many years this Sunday at the 
Great American Music Hall. 

Olivor’s initial burst of fame 
came with the release of her first 
album. First Night, in 1976. 
Tremendous critical acclaim, a 
record contract with CBS Records 
and a doggedly loyal following - 
comprised mostly of lesbians and 
gay men - propelled Olivor to the 
forefront of pop divas. Four 
albums and seven years later, 
Olivor had had enough. She van¬ 
ished from the music scene and 
was not heard from again for near¬ 
ly a decade when she resurfaced in 
1991 at a Miami Holiday Inn. 

The story of Olivor’s mysteri¬ 
ous departure slowly began to fil¬ 
ter out to her legions of fans as 
Olivor attempted small but amaz¬ 
ingly successful forays into the 
concert arena. Disgusted with the 
music business, crippled by para¬ 
lyzing stage fright and daunted by 
a shaky self-image, Olivor 
removed herself from the spotlight 


and got married. Six months after 
the wedding, her husband was 
diagnosed with prostate cancer, 
and after his death in 1986 Olivor 
retreated even further, spending 
time with family in Florida deal¬ 
ing with her grief and disillusion¬ 
ment. 

As her healing process pro¬ 
gressed and the years passed, 
Olivor began to think about per¬ 
forming again. When she finally 
stepped back onstage in 1991, she 
found, to her delight and bewilder¬ 
ment, that the 275-seat Holiday 
Inn showroom had sold out and 
that just as many people had to be 
turned away. Olivor has spent the 
last four years touring - blessedly 
free of the paralyzing stage fright 
- and working on the ever-elusive 
record contract, but the time, she 
says, has been a necessary part of 
her personal and professional mat¬ 
uration. 

Speaking from her home in 
Queens, Olivor says that she 
hopes her throng of adoring fans 
will be patient with her. “I think 
the fans expected the comeback to 
be much faster and with more 
focus behind it, but it wasn’t 
focused at all. I’ve needed the last 
few years to come back internally 
after all the years away. It has 
taken me a lot longer than I 
thought to work off the crust and 
to work out all the rust that had 
accumulated.” 

Too much too soon 

With her new-found perspec¬ 
tive, the fortysomething (she’ll 
only admit to being 68) Olivor 


looks back to the beginning of her 
career and admits that she was not 
ready. “I had fame, I had recogni¬ 
tion, but it came too fast,” she 
says. “I’m not the kind of person 
who can start at the top. I need a 
foundation. I need to know that 
I’ve worked to get what I have. 
Six months after I started singing 
publicly, I had a record contract. I 
sang six times in public. Six times. 
The seventh time I performed at 
Carnegie Hall. It was that fast. I 
had unbearable stage fright, and I 
had absolutely no idea who Jane 
Olivor was.” 

Olivor recalls a young woman 
starved for experience who did not 
appreciate the magnitude of what 
she was creating. The impulse to 
be a star, to be recognized and to 
create was her own, but the way in 
which that ascent was handled by 
her managers, and especially by 
her record company, left her spin¬ 
ning in a vortex of greed. To this 
day, Olivor says she has not 
received a single penny in royal¬ 
ties from her five CBS albums, all 
of which continue to sell on CD 
and cassette. “I was just not ready 
for it at all,” Olivor says. “I was 
looking for doorways to get out. I 
knew I had to get out and I was 
right.” 

The music world into which 
Olivor has reemerged is quite dif¬ 
ferent from the one she left, but 
then again, Olivor adds, she is dif¬ 
ferent, too. Her need to touch peo¬ 
ple, however, is the same one that 
spurred her to seek a career in 
show business 20 years ago. “I am 
compelled to reach out to people,”

Olivor says. “That sounds cliche, 
but it’s part of my nature, part of 
my soul, and it’s what I do best. I 
want to remind people of the 
things they want or the things they 
need to let go of, because when I 
speak to them, I speak to myself. 
Anything I sing to the audience is 
something I need to learn myself. 
When I first started singing I was 
too blind to notice the miracle of 
touching people. Here I was 
singing this wonderful music, and 
I never really knew it. I was more 
concerned with punishing myself 
for this wrong note or that wrong 
word.” 

With the passing of time, 
Olivor is now able to see failure 
differently. “There’s nothing bad 
about failing,” she offers. “I felt I 
had failed over the last five years 
because I didn’t have a record 
contract, because I wasn’t at 
Carnegie Hall doing what I was 
doing when I left the business. I 
asked myself over and over, 
‘What’s wrong with me?’ But 
there’s nothing wrong. Being 
wrong - failing - is part of life. 


Finally, I decided that persever¬ 
ance was better than a hurt ego.” 

Whatever it takes to keep 
going, Olivor says, is what she’ll 
do. “Spending the last five years 
restarting my career has been a 
wonderful thing,” Olivor says. “I 
had to find my center again as a 
performer and as an artist. I’m 
closer to it, and I have to thank my 
fans, my wonderful fans, for their 
support every step of the way.” 

As for that as-yet non-existent 
sixth album, Olivor’s minions are 
demanding nothing short of a 
masterpiece. Olivor says she feels 
that pressure but refuses to live up 
or down to any expectations. “The 
record will be the best I can make 
it,” she concludes. “I am not the 
same person I was before. I put 
my trust in that growth and know 
that the person I’m trying to 
become will be in the music.” ▼

Theatre Rhino's You & You & You 

Queasy Quartet

F our plays in one evening 
does not add up to four 
times the fun, as Theater 
Rhino’s new evening of 
short plays. You & You & You, 
proves - and proves quite defini¬ 
tively. The show’s topics range 
from cliche quips about gay rela¬ 
tionships to nude debates about 
pornography, and the interest fac¬ 
tor ranges from mildly amusing to 
genuinely tired, from somewhat 
intriguing to just plain boring. It’s 
hit and miss all the way, a theatri¬ 
cal crap shoot. 

The best of the four plays is 
The West Hollywood Affair by 
Guillermo Reyes, whose Men On 
the Verge of a His-Panic 
Breakdown was a big hit for Rhino 
last season. The writing is fresh 
and creates an intriguing arc that 
takes its two characters convinc¬ 
ingly through the comedy and the 
drama. 

Robert Trestt plays Sebastian, 
a talkative Latino from a political¬ 
ly tom country who has been 
picked up in a West Hollywood 
bar by Ritter, a closeted sailor sta¬ 
tioned in San Diego, played by 
Matthew Cornwall. In two short 
acts, the play deals with xenopho¬ 
bia, revolutionary South American 
politics, murder and fear of com¬ 
mitment, and all the topics are 
handled with aplomb by the 
actors, the writer and director 


David Blasevich. Tresst is espe¬ 
cially good as Sebastian, whose 
imagination and tremendous ener¬ 
gy bring a real spark to the squalid 
hotel room setting. That 
Cornwall’s Ritter would be pulled 
out of his gruff, anonymous sex- 
loving soldier shell by someone as 
appealing as Trestt’s Sebastian 
becomes entirely believable. 

If Reyes contributes the most 
polished and sophisticated play of 
the evening, then local playwright 
Brad Erickson contributes the 
biggest mess with Sexual 
Irregularities. What desperately 
wants to be an epic sweep through 
one troubled gay man’s turbulent 
emotional landscape ends up 
being a morass of neuroses over¬ 
laid with psychoses that swallows 
all 11 unlikable characters and 
belches dull, preachy swamp gas. 
Director Blasevich attempts to 
liven up this stream-of-conscious- 
ness self-pity fest with a video 
screen that features even more 
advice-spewing losers, but this 
merely serves to further bog down 
the action. It all adds up to noth¬ 
ing, save the achingly obvious fact 
that lovers and friends abandon 
the main character for good rea¬ 
son, and when it finally ends, it 
feels like it has barely begun. 

In between the joy of Reyes 
and the despair of Erickson come 
the diverting Him by Dean 
Backus and Touch by David 
Demchuk. Him is a three-part 


monologue about a young man 
played by P.A. Cooley, who meets 
Mr. Right, loses Mr. Right and 
might possibly regain Mr. Right. 
If the writing is uninspired - all 
trials of love come down to the 
Sara Lee chocolate mousse cakes 
and The Way We Were - the play 
succeeds on Cooley’s affable per¬ 
formance. 

Touch has the distinction of 
being the play that will sell the 
tickets. The premise is this: two 
naked lovers sit around arguing 
about the merits of pornography. 
The show-it-all men in question 
are Gabriel Walsh and Erich 
Miller, both of whom are nice to 
look at, but all those ass cheeks 
and penises flapping around on 
stage make it difficult to know 
where to look. Being distracted 
from the text is not, however, such 
a bad thing. The lovers’ debate 
seems to have less to do with 
pornography than it does with the 
men’s lack of knowledge about 
each other. We’re to believe that 
these guys have been living 
together for some time, yet it 
seems like they’ve just met. At 
one point, when one of them 
explains why he reacts to dirty 
pictures, he vaguely reveals that 
he was sexually molested by a 
man as a child, but the lover never 
reacts to this bit of news. At any 
rate, the love affair seems destined 
to fail and the furor over pornog¬ 
raphy will have to continue unaf¬

Fringe Festival '95: Hits and Misses

A mong the 50 or so shows 
in this year’s San 
Francisco Fringe Festival, 
are several with specific 
gay and lesbian content. Among 
them: 

Thus With a Kiss: 

At the heart of Dean Backus’ 
Thus With a Kiss is Mikael 
Duden’s elegant performance as a 
reclusive, aging English professor 
who comes across love for the 
first time in the form of a much 
younger student, Ethan Girard 
(Nathan Wallick), who stops him 
after a lecture to, well, seduce 
him. 

Although Backus’ play at times 
relies too heavily on Sam’s direct 
address to the audience, under Jeff 
Thompson’s almost austere direc¬ 
tion it is quite eloquent. Still, most 
of what is remarkable here is 
Duden’s subtle performance. 
Through the course of the narra¬ 
tive, Duden’s transformation from 
long-term loneliness to joy at find¬ 
ing love for the first time to his 
absolute loneliness when he loses 
his younger lover to AIDS is act¬ 
ing at its best. 

Positively Twisted: 

When Joseph Leonardi begins 
a monologue proclaiming that the 
sole reason he’s lived so long with 
HIV is because he’s a procrastina¬ 
tor, he sets the comic tone for his 
amusing, though often sad, play. 

Like most gays and lesbians, 
Leonardi is dealing with a few 
hundred issues around growing up 
gay in a world that is unrespon¬ 
sive, uninterested and often vio¬ 
lent toward queers. 

In less experienced hands, this 
could be a tiresome experience, 
but Leonardi is charming through¬ 
out, which makes up for the some¬ 
times overwrought writing and 
weak thematic thru-line. With a

little fine-tuning this piece could 
run for A while. 

Nondisjunction: 

Nondisjunction is exactly the 
kind of thing one expects from a 
fringe festival. A compilation of 
various texts written by the cast 
are performed along with reinter¬ 
preted excerpts from such diverse 
playwrights as William 
Shakespeare, Tennessee Williams, 
and Joseph Chaikin; it is creative, 
rough, bold, but, unfortunately, 
weak. 

The piece takes place in the 
mind of an AIDS-stricken drag 
queen (Walter Niejadlik). While 


suffering from dementia, he casts 
three women (Lee Kiszonas, 
Karen Nickel and Pamela 
Hopkins) in scenes from plays not 
written for women. 

Sometimes the textual daring 
works, but most of the time it 
doesn’t. The primary weakness of 
the whole endeavor results from 
the lack of a director. Instead of 
shaking up the audience, leaving 
viewers with some kind of lasting 
impression, the piece’s conclusion 
is a let down. 

The Lavender Family Circus: 

This is a play with so many 
good intentions and sincere ambi¬ 


tions it’s a pity it doesn’t work. 
The story concerns an open, lov¬ 
ing, helpful extended gay/les¬ 
bian/straight family. Martin and 
his ex-wife, Grace, are best 
friends. Their teenage children are 
accepting of their father’s partner, 
Donny. The family also includes a 
growing lesbian household (a 


woman, her ex-lover, her current 
partner, and her child). In the end, 
the message here is simple: this 
family is just as screwed up as any 
ordinary straight family. Not 
much drama in that concept. ▼

Described as a paranor¬ 
mal/horror drama, this may be the 
darkest and quirkiest show since 
Twin Peaks. And don’t forget, 
director Raimi is also the master¬ 
mind behind the hit syndie series 
Hercules: The Legendary 

Journeys. 

NBC 

Of all the networks, NBC may 
have the biggest gay addition to its 
roster in the form of 6-foot-8-inch, 
280 pound Brad Garrett, who 
plays the gay best friend and law 
partner of lead actor Tom 
Amandes in the sitcom The 
Pursuit of Happiness (Tuesday, 
9:30-10 p.m.). How this show 
fares against stiff competition is 
anybody’s guess, but the pilot 
NBC shopped around this summer 
looked pretty weak. Isn’t the 
fortysomething Friends-type for¬ 
mula getting a bit old? 

Speaking of Friends , the 
show’s two lesbian gals are sure to 
enjoy expanded roles this fall with 
the birth last season of baby Ben. 
Who knows, a couple of years 
down the road and we may all be 
asking. Like mother, like son? In 
other lesbian-mother news. 
Sisters ’ “out” TV producer Norma 
(Nora Dunn) will also have a baby 
this year. 

Although NBC is pushing 
Caroline in the City (Thursday, 
9:30-10 p.m.), starring Lea 

Thompson, my hope is that last 
spring’s mid-season replacement, 
Newsradio, takes off as the fall’s 
number one show. Former Kid in 
the Hall Dave Foley plays a great 
straight man to Phil Hartman’s 
smarmy broadcaster, and the rest 
of the ensemble is shaping up to 
be the snappiest news room since 
MTM’s days in Minneapolis. 

Fans of that other Kid in the 
Hall, Scott Thompson, can catch 
the openly gay comic on HBO’s 
The Larry Sanders Show. 
Thompson will also host Comedy 
Central’s third Out There special 
on National Coming Out Day 
(October 11). Looking further 
down the road. Showtime, in 
January, will broadcast The 
Professional Man, a noir-ish tale 
of a gay triangle starring Brendan 
Fraser and directed by Steven 
Soderbergh. Finally, although the 
Rob Epstein/Jeffrey Friedman 
documentary The Celluloid Closet 
will screen in film festivals 
throughout the fall, it probably 
won’t make it to the tube (on 
HBO) until sometime next year. T 


characters, Leon (Martin Mull) 
and Nancy (Sandra Bernhard). 

Last season, ABC countered 
the loss of My So-Called Life’s 
gay teen Ricky Vasquez (Wilson 
Cruz) with the addition of 
NYPD’s proud femme reception¬ 
ist John Irvin (Bill Brochtrup), 
who returns to the 15th Precinct 
this fall. 

In terms of straight program¬ 
ming, ABC’s line-up is the weak¬ 
est of the networks, the only 
promising exception being Steven 
BoChco’s Murder One (Thursday, 
10-11 p.m.), the courtroom drama 
with the advance buzz, which will 
follow one high-profile murder 
case all season long. Why the net¬ 
work would put this up against 
NBC’s hospital epic ER is ques¬ 
tionable: why split your audience 
when you could have the whole 
enchilada? Why not move the 
show to Wednesday’s Prime Time 
Live slot (does anybody really 
need to get their news from Diane 
Sawyer?) and capitalize on the 
strong 9-10 p.m. slot belonging to 
Grace Under Fire and Ellen ? 

CBS has the edge 

In terms of gay and lesbian 
presence, CBS has lagged behind 
the other networks for years. But 
what else would you expect from 
the Tiffany network? However, 
now that Larry Tisch has sold the 
joint to Westinghouse, new Prez 
Leslie Moonves has infused the 
third-place broadcast web with 
much-needed edge. Court House 
(Wednesday, 10-11 p.m.) isn’t the 
only gay-friendly program to pop 
up on the network, either. There’s 
also The State , which features 
openly gay Kevin Allison. 
Formerly of MTV, this crossdress¬ 
ing comedy troupe outlasted crit¬ 
ics’ dour expectations by building 
a loyal and demographically 
potent high school and college- 
age audience. Moonves snatched 
them away from MTV for a ’95 
Halloween special, a New Year’s 
Eve special, and, if things go well, 
a possible head-to-head run with 
the ailing Saturday Night Live in 
’96. 

Perhaps the most surprising 
news of this season is that CBS’ 
Central Park West (Wednesday, 9- 
10 p.m.), the latest offering from 
openly gay Melrose Place produc¬ 
er Darren Star, does not have a 
gay character. Now isn’t this a bit 
strange? I mean, come on folks. 
This is New York, after all, and it’s 
supposed to take place in the 
world of publishing. Hello? 

The big hit for CBS just may

. i ueer characters have yet 
to become all the rage on 
|| TV, but the fall season 
may well prove that, if 
nothing else, we’re at least 
increasingly de rigueur. 

For the record, three new 
queers will bow on the tube this 
season - the gay steward on Fox’s 
sitcom-in-the-sky The Crew; a 
gay attorney on NBC’s yuppie- 
corn The Pursuit of Happiness ; 
and a lesbian lawyer on the CBS 
drama Court House. 

Whether or not these shows 
last beyond the usual 13 episodes 
is anybody’s guess, but when 
added to the tube’s current list of 
queer-friendly programs, one 
thing is clear: you can no longer 
count TV’s queers on two hands. 

And gay-friendly or not, the 
new season may provide viewers 
with the biggest bumper crop of 
new shows since the late ’80s, 
what with CBS revamping its 
entire line-up, NBC tightening its 
grip on prime time with two of the 
most talked-about comedies of the 
year ( Caroline in the City and The 
Single Guy), and upstart network 
UPN stirring things up with its 
edgy X-Files knock-off, Nowhere 
Man. Here’s a look at some of 
what the new season holds in 
store: 

Business as usual at ABC 

ABC is the one network that 
will not add a new gay or lesbian 
character to its roster this season, 
and by season’s end its existing 
queer quotient will actually 
decrease once Roseanne takes its 
final bow, putting out to pasture 
the show’s two groundbreaking

¥ he San Francisco 
Symphony celebrated the 
beginning of Michael 
Tilson Thomas’ tenure as 
music director with a gala concert 
last Wednesday (Sept. 6) complete 
with a red carpet flanked by young 
men dressed as Philip Morris cig¬ 
arette boys, harp music in the box- 
office lobby and free champagne 
for all - both before the concert 
and at intermission. It seemed an 
appropriate way for the San 
Francisco Symphony to say thank 
you to the patrons whose generos¬ 
ity funds most of the season. 

The musical program seemed 
designed to interfere as little as 
possible with the party atmos¬ 
phere, as it offered the musical 
equivalent of a meal made entire¬ 
ly of hors d’oeuvres. On paper it 
seemed enticing enough, but in 
execution the program made for 
an evening that felt much longer 
than it really was. Pates, eggs in 
aspic, cheese and interesting little 
crackers are fine in their place, but 
ultimately unsatisfying if that is 
all you get for dinner. Would it 
have taxed the audience too much 
to have included one familiar, sub¬ 
stantive work, say a Beethoven 
symphony or a Strauss tone 
poem? 

The concert began with a 
world premier: Lou Harrison’s A 
Parade for MTT, commissioned 
by the San Francisco Symphony 
for the occasion (a splendid idea, 
for which the Symphony deserves 
thanks). The composer explained 
that the piece “did not want to be 
a fanfare but rather a parade 
march such as I had heard in my 
youth in S.F.” A Parade for MTT 
uses a large orchestra including a 
generous helping of gongs, bells, 
and drums. It certainly captures 
the enchanting, cacophonous mix¬ 
ture of sounds one hears at a 
parade, and the audience obvious¬ 
ly enjoyed the unexpected ending, 
a delightful pizzicato chord. 

The best playing of the evening 
came at the end, with a dazzling 
rendition of Gershwin’s An 
American in Paris. Almost as

good was Saint-Saens’ Cello 
Concerto No. 1 with Yo-Yo Ma as 
soloist. Ma is so innately musical, 
and takes such obvious joy in col¬ 
laborating with the orchestra, that 
I kept grinning at the sheer joy his 
performance communicated. He 
effortlessly tossed off the concer¬ 
to’s technical demands and made 
the most of the piece’s lyrical 
moments. 

After intermission, Ma and 
soprano Barbara Hendricks joined 
members of the SF Symphony’s 
cello section in a superb perfor¬ 
mance of Villa-Lobos’ haunting 
Bachianas Brasileiras No. 5, giv¬ 
ing both the familiar “Aria” as 
well as the less well-known 
“Dansa” section of the work. 
(Surprisingly, this was the SF 
Symphony’s first performance of 
the piece.) 

Wednesday’s gala was 
Hendricks’ too-long delayed SF 
Symphony debut, so it was regret¬ 
table that her first contributions 
were the Countess’ two arias from 
Mozart’s opera Le nozze di 
Figaro. Her voice is not right for 
the Countess. The first aria, 
“Porgi, amor” is too low for the 
soprano’s instrument, and neither 
Tilson Thomas (who took the 
piece much too fast) nor the 
orchestra seemed to have any idea

The Sum of Us: Play With 9 Lives 

Ageless Wonder

v irst The Sum of Us was an 
off-Broadway hit, then it 
spread to regional theaters. 
Next it was a mediocre 
movie, and now it has finally 
arrived in San Francisco at the 
intimate New Conservatory 
Theatre. Audiences may have had 
enough of David Stevens’ tender, 
funny account of a loving, accept¬ 
ing Australian father and his gay 
son, and to those who have only 
seen the movie version of The 
Sum of Us, the text might be 
unfortunately tainted. But the play 
should not be judged by the cine¬ 
matic blunder of the same name 
because it is much better when 
experienced live in the cozy con¬ 
fines of a small theater like the 
New Conservatory. 

Stevens’ play is simple but 
refreshingly unusual. Harry, a 
widower, loves his well-adjusted, 
athletic gay son Jeff, with whom 
he lives. Harry wants Jeff to fall in 
love, if only to experience the 
kind of love he felt for his 
deceased wife. Harry is more than 
accepting of Jeff. In fact, he goes

so far as to try and charm his son’s 
potential overnight guests. “Up 
your bum!” he toasts house guest 
Greg with beer bottle raised, to 
which the young man responds by 
choking on his beer. In the face of 
such acceptance, Greg’s sex drive

that the music should be phrased, 
that it is more than just a random 
collection of notes. “Dove sono” 
came off better, but was still an 
unfortunate bit of programming. 
Hendricks’ voice would have 
shone in so many other pieces - 
Strauss songs with orchestra, for 
instance, or Offenbach arias - that 
it was a shame to waste her 
appearance in music so unconge¬ 
nial to her and the orchestra. 

Also on the program was 
Britten’s Young Person’s Guide to 
the Orchestra , which was dis¬ 
patched efficiently. V

Anna Bolena and Ruslan and Lyudmila Open Opera Season 

Operatic Double-Header

he San Francisco Opera 
began its 73rd season last 
l weekend with two works 

- well outside the standard 

repertoire. 

Unfortunately, the perfor¬ 
mance of Donizetti’s Anna Bolena 
that opened the season on 
September 8 was wildly inconsis¬ 
tent. Moments of beautiful singing 
and passionate emotion alternated 
with dull stretches that seemed 
more like a dress rehearsal than a 
public performance. In general, 
Act II came off better than Act I. 

Anna Bolena was the work that 
put Donizetti on the international 
operatic map in 1830. Its (histori¬ 
cally somewhat inaccurate) 
retelling of the story of Anne 
Boleyn and England’s King Henry 
VIII has gripping scenes, wonder¬ 
ful ensembles, and one of the best 
endings in opera. It also has 
stretches that show the composer 
was still trying to figure out exact¬ 
ly how best to put all the pieces 
together. Opening night the seams 
were showing. 

Part of the problem was 
Roberto Abbado’s conducting, 
which was far less effective than 
his brilliant leading of Verdi’s 
Forza del Destino here in 1992. 
He seldom allowed the orchestra 
to cover the singers, but neither 
did he give them much help. The 
orchestra often played rhythmical¬ 
ly and with nice color, but too 
often the stage and pit were not 
together. Most distressing was the 
lack of any sustained excitement 
or dramatic tension. 


The one singer who was con¬ 
sistently superb was mezzo 
Susanne Mentzer as Giovanna 
Seymour. The role is murderously 
high. In the great Act II scene 
between Giovanna and Anna 
Bolena, Donizetti actually wrote 
much of Giovanna’s music higher 
than soprano Anna’s. But Mentzer 
was barely intimidated by the high 
tessitura, or by all the coloratura 
demands of the music. Her 
embellishments were perfect, her 
portrayal gripping. 

As the doomed queen Anna 
Bolena, Carol Vaness was some¬ 
times brilliant, sometimes tenta¬ 
tive. It almost seemed as if she did 
not yet really trust herself in the 
role. Her pleading with Henry at 
the end of the first act displayed 
beautiful pianissimi, filled with 
pathos. It was heart-rending. The 
scene with Giovanna was a mas¬ 
terpiece, as it conveyed multiple 
emotions both vocally and histri¬ 
onically. And there was much to 
admire in her final scene. 
Unfortunately, Vaness’ top voice 
let her down too often (disastrous¬ 
ly when she attempted a high D at 
the end of Act I). More seriously, 
she often did not have the vocal 
presence to truly dominate a scene 
(Abbado could have been more 
helpful). Still, Vaness often grows 
stronger in a role during the run of 
an opera, and I look forward to 
seeing if that will be true in this 
role. 

As Anna Bolena’s first love, 
Percy, tenor Giuseppe Sabbatini 
(in his San Francisco Opera debut) 
displayed considerable technique 
and style in a voice that sounded 


tight or “bottled.” However, the 
hurdles of his big aria in Act II, 
“Vivi tu,” were dispatched handi¬ 
ly. He has a good trill, secure high 
notes, knows how to shade a 
phrase and use his head voice to 
diminish the sound to ethereal 
wisps. Unfortunately, Sabbatini 
often acted more like a man who 
was browsing shelves in search of 
just the right cabernet for a dinner 
party than someone making life or 
death decisions. 

Bass Roberto Scandiuzzi 
(Henry VIII) used most of Act I to 
warm up. But then his large voice 
rolled commandingly. The part of 
the page Smeton was sung by 
Patricia Bardon in her U.S. operat¬ 
ic debut. I would like to hear her 
in a different role. Her voice 
seems to be a true contralto, with 
nice, plangent color in the bottom 
and middle, but, alas, on Friday it 
was weak on top and she sounded 
pressed in the more florid pas¬ 
sages. 

The gratuitous and sometimes 
silly history lessons director John 
Copley insisted be included in the 
supertitles should be cut. 

Sumptuous ‘Ruslan’ 

After last season’s unsuccess¬ 
ful experiment with “ le minimum ” 
on stage it was nice to see some 
sturdy looking, substantive sets in 
Anna Bolena. But those were 
nothing compared to the sets in 
Ruslan and Lyudmila, unveiled 
Saturday (September 9). 

There are those who claim 
Glinka’s five-act “Magic Opera” 
(the composer’s term) is a great.

In a recent issue of Genre, 
George noted the profound influ¬ 
ence of the late Kurt Cobain, 
while later mentioning that his 
own band “kicks ass.” When I 
read that, I scoffed, thinking, 
“Yeah, right.” 

Believe it, though. Taking his 
cues from the likes of Suede, 
Oasis, and a host of other current 
Brit-rockers who have mined the 
mother lode of early-’70s glam 
influences. Boy George rocks 
with the best of them. And now 
he’s become an active participant 
in the song-writing process, as 
opposed to being a pawn for 
someone else’s material, as in the 
past. Except for the rollicking 
opener, a cover of Iggy Pop’s 
“Funtime,” George co-wrote 
everything on this record with 
guitarist John Themis. 

Cheapness & Beauty smacks 
of liberation, and not just from the 
confining restraints of pre-pro¬ 
grammed dance music. As 
refreshing as it is to hear Boy 
George fronting a rock band, it’s 
even better to hear him sing such 
demonstrative lyrics. “I definitely

undiscovered masterpiece. Since 
the score is unavailable in this 
country, my knowledge of it is 
based only on a recording and 
Saturday’s performance of the 
first three acts (after which, unfor¬ 
tunately, I had to leave). 
“Masterpiece” seems too generous 
a word for this sprawling, episod¬ 
ic work, which often sounds more 
like colorful, pleasant “back¬ 
ground” music than a truly rivet¬ 
ing opera. As a consequence, 
Ruslan is a long four hours in the 
theater. But since this is apparent¬ 
ly only the third time the 1842 
work has been given in this coun¬ 
try, it would be silly of opera fans 
to miss this opportunity to see it. 
Certain-y it would be difficult to 
imagine a better presentation of 
the work than this co-production 
between St. Petersburg’s Kirov 
Opera and the SF Opera. 

The sets and costumes (all 450 
of them) are sumptuous. The 
orchestra, under Valery Gergiev, 
played brilliantly. As Lyudmila, 
soprano Anna Netrebko in her 
American opera debut literally 
took my breath away. She has a 
distinctively Slavic voice with real 
presence, tremendous coloratura 
technique, and astonishing even¬ 
ness from top to bottom. Her 
descending scales reminded me of 
Tetrazzini’s recordings. She is a 
true find. 

Mezzo Elena Zaremba also 
gave a mind-boggling perfor¬ 
mance in the role of Ratmir. Is 
there anything her rich, dark voice 
cannot do? Vladimir Ognovenko 
made the most of Farlaf’s brilliant 
patter song, and Valentina 
Tsidipova was effective in her SF 
Opera debut as Gorislava. 
Unfortunately, Vladimir 

Atlantov’s voice now has such a 
wobble that his pitches are only 
approximated, so Finn’s long nar¬ 
rative was a challenge for the 
audience. And Yuri Marusin, who 
opens the opera as Bay an, spent 
most of the time singing painfully 
out of tune. As Ruslan, bass 
Jeffrey Wells sang well but with¬ 
out real distinction. But in all fair¬ 
ness to Wells, the part is so diffi¬ 
cult that the problem is perhaps 
more Glinka’s than Wells’. T

wanted this album to be more rel¬ 
evant and more open to my life,” 
says George. “I wanted to sing 
about my sexuality and my feel¬ 
ings, but in a kind of traditional, 
melodic way.” 

The lyrics possess a frankness 
and urgency that seem well-suited 
to the gritty edge of the music. For 
example, on the hard-rocking 
“God Don’t Hold A Grudge,” he 


sings defiantly, 
“Father hold your 
fist, ’cause I will 
never be the image 
of yourself, no per¬ 
fect family; it’s too 
late to make a man 
of me; I love against 
the gods, but I don’t 
scare too easily.” 

And on the first 
single, the mid- 
tempo “Same Thing 
In Reverse,” 
George confesses, 
“Do I love him, yes 
I love him, so don’t 
question my affec¬ 
tion, this is not 
some damn afflic¬ 
tion, it’s just love in 
contradiction.” 

The record clos¬ 
es with two beauti¬ 
ful acoustic numbers, “Unfinished 
Business,” about a closeted ex¬ 
lover, and “II Adore,” a moody 
elegy, complete with string 
arrangement, for someone dying 
of AIDS. Although some of the 
material borders on formulaic, 
most of Cheapness & Beauty is 
pretty damn good. If this record 
doesn’t help George’s comeback, 
I don’t know what will. T 
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means. One of the joys of living in 
a postmodern, deconstructed 
world is that no category can be 
understood simply. Thus, a collec¬ 
tion of lesbian fiction may be fic¬ 
tion written by lesbians or about 
lesbians or for lesbians, assuming, 
of course, that there is a fixed 
meaning for the term lesbian, 
which, of course, there is not. 

Can one word encompass the 
varieties of persons who call them¬ 
selves lesbians? Where is the com¬ 
monality among a preoperative 
MTF transsexual, a post-operative 
FTM transsexual, and a “woman 
bom woman” who sleeps with 
men, all of whom call themselves 
lesbians? I know of several writers 
who define lesbian as anyone who 
calls herself one, a definition that 
drives some separatists nuts. I’ve 
taken to referring to myself as an 
old-fashioned lesbian, because I’m 
a women who only sleeps with 
women, but since that definition 
also begs the question of what a 
woman is, I’m left nowhere, which 
is, of course, where every decon¬ 
structed postmodernist longs to be. 

Editor Terry Wolverton tackles 
the problem of definition in her 
introduction, claiming that the 
issue is one of “content or sensibil¬ 
ity,” and coming down, for purpos¬ 
es of this collection at least, on the 
side of sensibility. ‘To me,” she 
says, “lesbian writing is writing by 
lesbians, and the more diversity of 
subject, point of view, and scope, 
the better I like it.” That’s fine, 
although again she does not ask the 
question, What is a lesbian? Lucky 
thing, though, since this collection 
provides no answers to that ques¬ 
tion, which leads to yet another 
question, Why do we need a col¬ 
lection of lesbian writing, as 
defined by Wolverton, at all? Hers 
might as easily have been a collec¬ 
tion of writing by left-handed 
wood-carvers since there is no sub¬ 
text binding the individual pieces. 

That said, Hers is an interesting 
collection of short fiction, interest¬ 
ing, but not compelling, and it may 
be that the lack of context, lesbian 
or other, is part of the problem. 
The occasional gems are not worth 
the effort of wading through the 
more frequent failures. Elise 
d’Haene’s “Self-Deliverance” is a 
powerful story about a promise to 
a dying friend, and Cody Yaeger 
takes serious risks with style, and 
succeeds, capturing the horrors of 
life in the military in “Against All 
Enemies.” 

Many of the stories are overtly 
political. Sarah Schulman has 
important, and creepy, things to 
say about the politics of poverty in 
“Rat Bohemia,” but her politics 
support the story, they don’t oblit¬ 
erate it, unlike Sarah Jacobus, 
whose “Welcome to Gaza” is as 
heavy-handed a bit of propaganda 
as I’ve read in a while, with a les¬ 
bian ending that had me, unexpect¬ 
edly, rolling in laughter. 

The writing in Hers is wildly 
uneven, which is perhaps even 
more of a problem than this book’s 
lack of context. The stories them¬ 
selves fluctuate over so wide and 
disconnected a range that reading 
them in order is a jarring experi¬ 
ence. Hers might be a book to keep 
by the bedside for those nights 
when you’ve got to read some¬ 
thing, and it’s got to be short. 
Otherwise, I suggest you pass on 
Hers. ▼ 


David Watmough, consistency, 
rather than sparkling innovation, 
seems to be the watchword. 

However, Drake and Wolverton 
have assembled an impressive 
range of talent, acclaimed and 
unknown. The book gets'off to a 
walloping start with Mark A. 
Shaw’s “Queerbait,” a delicious 
tale of teenage fags and dykes who 
have more in common with het 
youth culture than bourgeois gay 
culture. Shaw writes: “We were 
pissed-off teenage fags who knew 
that if we heard ‘It’s Raining Men’ 
just once more there would be a 
horrible price to pay.” LA perfor¬ 
mance artist Tim Miller also con¬ 
tributes an amusing account of 


misspent youth, “Tar Pit Heart.” 
And Henri Tran’s memoir of pre- 
Communist Saigon, “To Nam and 
Bac,” is a fascinating glimpse of a 
vanished society through a young, 
sensitive boy’s eyes. 

Fiction seems to run naturally 
to nostalgia, but even for those of 
us who have had our fill of looks 
backward to childhood and 
upbringing, Bernard Cooper’s 
“Arson” is a treat. A tormented 
young boy decides to free himself 
from his masturbatory obsessions 
by torching his collection of Pony 
Boys! magazines while his parents 
are away. It’s a terrific tale, which 
gets the balance of the boy’s 
mounting guilt and desire just 
right. 

Further highlights include 
Robert Rodi’s delightful trifle 
“Affairs of the Day,” a lust-on-the- 
bus adventure; and a penetrating 
portrayal of how race relations in 
the deep South color everything, 
David Kelly’s- “The Road to 
Mary’s Place.” 

As with most anthologies, His 
is a mixed bag. Matthew Stadler’s 
lesbian-empathetic “Love 

Problem” is a thesis statement 
which never really develops into a 
story. Patrick Gale’s “Wig” is a 
smug little piece of hetero-bashing 
- mousy wife undergoes transfor¬ 
mation and slaughters oppressive 
hubby - which makes for a satisfy¬ 


ing read until you consider that 
Anthony Burgess wrote the same 
story thirty years ago. And Frank 
DiPalermo’s “The Option of the 
Coat” is an odd choice for the clos¬ 
ing story, a clunky sci-fi con¬ 
trivance which seems to operate as 
an AIDS metaphor, though I must 
admit I never figured it out. 

One last note: this collection is 
chock-full of Los Angeles-based 
writers. This makes for some mar¬ 
velous site-specific humor, such as 
the narrator in David Vernon’s 
“Love Is Thin Ice” who fantasizes 
about doing it with Erik 
Menendez. But it also implies a 
specific frame of reference, the 
Southern California-impaired. 
Maybe the title should have been 
His of LA. T

His, the new anthology of fic¬ 
tion by gay men edited by Robert 
Drake and Terry Wolverton, comes' 
cleverly packaged in soft-cover, 
wrapped in a photo of swimming 
nudies. Even more clever, the 
same editing team is responsible 
for Hers, a companion volume of 
lesbian fiction simultaneously 
released. Faber & Faber seems to 
have come up with the two books 
first as a marketing idea, then let 
its editors fill them up with con¬ 
tent. 

Fortunately, most of the stories 
collected in His, at least, are pretty 
good. The book’s subtitle tells us 
we have picked up “Brilliant New 
Fiction by Gay Writers,” but let us 
be the judge of its relative wattage. 
Brilliant seems to be the adjective 
de jour: already this fall we have 
seen publicity on upcoming art 
exhibitions pre-billed as brilliant. 
The irony, in regard to His, is that 
much of this fiction is traditional 
in form and content; and with 
established contributors such as 
Bernard Cooper, Patrick Gale and

directly from God Almighty. In 
fact, Preacher Harry Powell’s 
hatred of sex in general and of 
women’s sexuality in particular is 
at the core of his villainy; his psy¬ 
chotic Christianity, with its blend 
of shameless hypocrisy and 
demented true belief, comes a 
close second. He’s no less a vil¬ 
lain today than he was 40 years 
ago. 

The main thing I want to tell 
you about The Night of the Hunter 
is: See it. See it on the nice big 
screen at the Castro Theatre. Yes, 
yes, I suppose you could rent the 
video, but you really shouldn’t. A 
lot of what makes this movie so 
powerful is its look - the lighting 
and camerawork is fucking bril¬ 
liant, and it would seriously 
diminish the effect to see it shrunk 
and cropped. 

Now, the lighting and camera¬ 
work isn’t exactly what you would 
call subtle. In fact, it’s glaringly, 
thumpingly, shriekingly obvious, 
whacking you on the head with a 
giant rubber mallet and screaming, 
“He’s bad! He’s bad!” It goes for 
the knockout punch, the 15-foot 
shadow that falls on the innocent 
women and children every time 
the bad guy shows up. But it’s 
pretty dam cool nevertheless. 

This lack of subtlety is present 
in all aspects of the movie. The 
story is straightforward and 
uncomplicated, the characters are 
broadly drawn, and the suspense 
mechanisms are very stylized. The 


heavy-handedness does create 
some rather silly moments. 
There’s one scene where Harry 
Powell lumbers up the stairs in 
pursuit of the kids, going about 
two miles an hour, with his arms 
stuck out in front of him like 
Frankenstein’s monster. 

And there’s the classic Gee- 
the-kids-are-trying-to-escape-in- 
a-rowboat-will-the-bad-guy-get- 
to-the-shore-before-they-can-get- 
away-thus-making-this-a-forty- 
five minute-movie?-scene, which 
is thoroughly laughable and not 
the least bit frightening. 

Generally, however, this 
bluntness is not a liability; and 
even when it is, the movie works 
in spite of it. It has the feel of a 


fable or a parable or a particularly 
gruesome fairy tale. It’s not the 
most natural film in the world, but 
it’s beautiful and effective and 
very, very creepy. And Mitchum is 
absolutely spellbinding, a testa¬ 
ment to the mesmerizing power of 
evil. His performance in this 
movie should be put in a vacuum 
in the Smithsonian, as the stan¬ 
dard against which all other psy¬ 
chotic movie villains should be 
measured. The movie thoroughly 
deserves its reputation as a classic. 
I recommend it highly. T

quickly plummets and the lad 
begins to think the whole situation 
between father and son is more 
than a bit strange, which it is, 
though delightfully so. The joys 
and horrors of dating (straight and 
gay), the ugliness of bigotry and 
the trials of debilitating illness are 
all treated with heart and humor in 
Stevens’ script, though at times it 
seems Harry’s obsessive cheerful¬ 
ness about his son’s homosexuali¬ 
ty is just plain bizarre. 

Frank Widman as Harry has 
some excellent moments in which 


he connects with the father’s joys 
and sorrows. His monologues, 
most delivered directly to the 
audience, are quite affecting, 
though some of his reactions seem 
too big, too musical comedy-like 
in a theater this small. Michael 
Shipley as Greg, Jeff’s prospec¬ 
tive trick, is appealingly befud¬ 
dled by a family so different from 
his own. 

Eric Tillman’s Jeff is trouble¬ 
some. He plays the young 
Lothario as something of a geek, 
which belies Jeff’s rugged yet vul¬ 
nerable appeal. While it.is easy to 
connect with Widman’s Harry and 
Shipley’s Greg, Tillman’s Jeff 
remains more of a challenge, 


mostly because of the actor’s 
rushed delivery and inconsistent, 
colorless accent. 

Aside from some awkward 
staging and some forced images. 
Director Decker presents an ami¬ 
able production of this fiercely 
gay-positive, big-hearted play. So 
add the plusses, subtract the 
minuses and multiply the total by 
the entertainment coefficient and 
The Sum of Us comes out a pleas¬ 
ing, if variable, equation. T

The dynamic Men of Discipline of New York (hot!hot!hot!) began their monthly newsletter last week with a 
statement of purpose for the leather community. They'll be in San Francisco for Leather Pride Week. 


New York's 
Men of Discipline 
Come Out in Big Way 


few issues ago, while 
expounding on the 
Northeast region’s Mr. 
Drummer contest, I 
included a photo of three mem¬ 
bers of the Men of Discipline, a 
feisty young group of leathermen 
in New York who made their first 
major out-of-town appearance in 
Chicago at the IML contest last 
May. To add to the excitement 
generated among leathermen by 
this group. Bandanna magazine, 
the East Coast’s answer to The 
Leather Journal, recently printed 
an in-depth interview with a mem¬ 
ber of M.O.D. Last week I 
received Volume 1, Issue 1 of 
M.O.D.’s spanking new newslet¬ 
ter. Men of Discipline, New York 
have “come out” and the issue 
contains a no-holds barred state¬ 
ment of their goals and purpose. 
The article clears up any myster¬ 
ies that may have become associ¬ 
ated with the group. 

While I was in Chicago last 
May for IML, I was so busy I did¬ 
n’t get to meet M.O.D., but when 
I went to New York for the Mr. 
Northeast Drummer contest I was 
pleasantly surprised when I visit¬ 
ed the L.U.R.E. Bar and got to 
meet about a half-dozen members 
of the club. 

It was immediately evident that 
this group stands apart from the 
crowd. Though their uniforms, 
physical appearance and demeanor 
could possibly be construed by 
others as threatening, I immediate¬ 
ly sensed warmth, a- sense of 
brotherhood and camaraderie. 

Their physical appearance - 
very sharp uniforms and a strong 
masculine demeanor - have 
unfortunately proved so threaten¬ 
ing to some that the men of 
M.O.D. have been criticized and 
grudgingly accorded recognition 
in their community, no doubt 
because they formed as a response 
to the lack of brotherhood in New 
York’s leather scene. (Even the 
local BBS’s in that Chatty Kathy 
dialogue of computer nerds dis¬ 
cuss this club in less than glowing 
terms.) 

Fortunately, not everyone 
feels this way. Progressive 
thinkers in many circles have 
defended the Men of Discipline. 


The premise of the group, as stat¬ 
ed in M.O.D.’s mission statement, 
is that change is a good thing for 
NY. What kind of change? The 
kind that can be brought about by 
a new generation of leathermen, a 
generation that is cognizant of 
safe, sane and consensual prac¬ 
tices in sexual matters; men who 
are disciplined about their atti¬ 
tudes, masculine in appearance, 
and knowledgeable about tech¬ 
niques and leather/SM sexual con¬ 
duct. While their goals may not be 
clear to the so-called “old guard,” 
they have made a concerted effort 
to embrace elders. 

The goal of M.O.D. is to create 
a new order within the gay com¬ 
munity, one in which all are made 
to feel welcome and nobody feels 
like they’re being shoved to the 
back of the bus - something that 
happens even here in San 
Francisco, where the so-called 
“establishment” continues to look 
down its nose at the leather/SM 
community, the same bunch, iron¬ 
ically, who raise millions annually 
for the betterment of the sick, less 
fortunate and disenfranchised. 

Sure, M.O.D. is tough about 
membership criteria, but so are 
many of the bike clubs and frater¬ 
nal organizations. But it’s not 
about excluding people, it’s about 
upholding standards. Everyone, 
however, is welcome to their 
events. The club logo is a varia¬ 
tion of the Leather Pride flag, a 
symbol that can hardly be ignored 
by any leather organization 

The Men of Discipline of New 
York will be in attendance here 
during Leather Pride Week in San 
Francisco - the group’s first pub¬ 
lic appearance on the West Coast. 
I know leathermen and women 
from everywhere will welcome 
this innovative, hot group. Maybe 
after they make their big splash 
here, the “alleged” brotherhood of 
leather in the Big Apple will final¬ 
ly become aware of its own pow¬ 
erful leather presence. 

There must always be disci¬ 
pline in the ranks if we are to 
achieve our goals, if we are to be 
recognized contributors to the 
welfare of our brothers and sisters, 
leather or not; if we are to estab¬ 
lish once and for all that the

leather/SM community will not be 
ignored. We’re here and we’re 
staying! If you can’t handle that, 
get over it! Be sure to look for the 
Men of Discipline during Leather 
Pride week. They’ll be hard to 
miss as they’ve been asked to be 
the color guard at the opening cer¬ 
emonies of International Mr. 
Drummer ’95.

Days of Pentecost Mines Russ Meyer's Camp Classic 

It Ain't About Church 


by David Lamble 

f you think Days of Pentecost 
' ' is an odd title for a film, con- 
| sider the personal roots of the 
filmmakers - Lawrence 
Elbert and LA performance artist 
Mario Gardiner. Elbert claims to 
hail from a “criminal, white trash. 
Southern background.” Gardiner 
says he was raised by a highly 
religious mother in a Detroit 
housing project. Both respond to 
the poetry of speaking in tongues, 
and both believe that the angry 


black drag performer at the center 
of this film is the prototype for 
marginalized persons living in the 
gay community. Add a script that 
is a conscious homage to the most 
outrageous of the Russ Meyer 
’60s cult classics - Faster, 
Pussycat! Kill! Kill! - and mix in 
themes similar to Percy Adlon’s 
indie hit Bagdad Cafe, and you 
have a low-budget film that just 
might give To Wong Foo a run for 
its cleavage. 

Elbert says the original idea 
for Days of Pentecost was consid¬ 


erably less ambitious than the 
final film. “What we were going 
to do was take off into the desert, 
try to find the place where they 
shot Bagdad Cafe and shoot like a 
little home movie thing. Along 
the way the film company 
engaged the services of Alexis 
Arquette and several artists with 
reputations for performance art 
and suddenly we found ourselves 
making a feature.” 

Elbert adds that most of 
Pentecost was filmed on two 
kamikaze-like five-day treks into 
the desert in which cast and crew 
blew out all the circuits for 24- 
hour consecutive shooting 
marathons. They stopped only for 
cat naps in cheap motels and 
junk-food orgies. 

Elbert admits that the parallels 
between Pentecost and Faster 
Pussycat! were deliberate. “We’re 
all fans of Russ Meyer, and I saw 
a real relationship between the 
way Tura Satana in Pussycat ! 
acted and Marlena, the character 
Mario plays. There’s just this 
anger that they [both] feel. I’ve 
always really been attracted to 
anger, especially people who 
scream in anger. All my favorite 
artists scream.” 

It should not be forgotten that 
Days of Pentecost is a musical 
with a particularly stirring camp 
rendition of “Brown-Eyed 
Handsome Man.” San Francisco 
fans of Elbert’s documentary 
Porn will not want to miss Days 
of Pentecost during its brief run 
in town: Thursday and Friday 
(Sept. 14 & 15) at 8 p.m. at 
Artists Television Access, 992 
Valencia. ▼
